200,000 WELCOME NIXON ON ARRIVAL IN BELGRADE 

PRESIDENT NIXON flew into Yugoslavia Wednes¬ 
day to a friendly but restrained welcome from 200,000 
persons who lined a 15-mile motorcade route applauding 
and shouting, “Neex-on, Neex-on.” The first American 
president to visit the communist nation, Nixon was 
jnobbed twice when he stepped from his car and waded 
Into the crowd. He shook hands and shouted in Serbo- 
Croatian, “Hvala Leppo” (thank you very much). After¬ 
ward, Nixon, beaming, called the welcome “magnificent” 
and “very heart-warming.” The President arrived from 
Naples, Italy, where he presided earlier in the day over a 
high-level review of the post-Nasser outlook in the 
Middle East and warned of the “very great danger” that 
could result from the uncertain changeover in Egyptian 
leadership. The subject was expected to dominate Nixon s 
formal talks with Yugoslav President Tito, a close friend 
©f Nasser and other Arab leaders, who now emerges 
Us the undisputed leader of the nonaligned nations. 

MILLIONS IN ARAB WORLD PAY TRIBUTE TO NASSER 

THEY CAME TO CAIRO in millions Wednesday— 
the mighty and the Egyptian peasant stock into which 
he was bom—to pay tribute to Gamal Abdel Nasser. His 
body lay in a wooden coffin encased in ice, as it will be 
until the state funeral Thursday. The temperature in 
Cairo was 95 degrees. Swathed in black and near col- 
lapse, Mrs. Tahia Nasser visited the tiny clinic at the 
Kubbch palace, where her husband lay. With her were 
her three sons, two daughters and their husbands. She 
conferred for 11 minutes with Soviet Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin, who headed the list of foreign dignitaries. 
They were banned from viewing the body, under Moslem 
law. but signed a special book. Government officials said 
17 heads of state, nine prime ministers, two vice presi¬ 
dents and scores of other ministers and official envoys 
would take part in the funeral. It was estimated as 
many as five million persons would take part in the 
funeral. Untold thousands swarmed into Cairo. 

ARAB GUERRILLAS REPORT ATTACKS BY JORDANIAN ARMY 

PALESTINIAN guerrillas said the Jordanian army 
launched heavy attacks Wednesday against guerrilla 
positions in northern Jordan under cover of mortar and 
machineguns and that the guerrillas were fighting back 
to repel what they called a serious breach of the cease¬ 
fire. Peace returned to Amman and Arab truce officials 
began moving the Jordanian army and guerrilla troops 
out of the capital city as part of a three-stage agreement 
signed in Cairo by King Hussein and guerrilla leader 
Yasser Arafat. Israel watched developments closely. The 
third stage of the peace plan calls for the guerrillas to 
take up positions along the border with Israel and 
Premier Golda Meir said such a plan was unacceptable. 
The implied threat was an Israeli strike at the new 
guerilla bases. 

BRITISH FREE GIRL GUERRILLA IN DEAL FOR HOSTAGES 

THE BRITISH government Wednesday freed Leila 
Khaled, the girl guerilla who tried to hijack an Israeli 
airliner, and flew her to West Germany enroute to Cairo. 
The British government said West Germany and Switzer¬ 
land were also releasing six other Arab commandos held 
for attacks on airliners to fulfill their part of the bargain 
for the safe release of all hostages aboard three jetliners 
hijacked To Jordan. Miss Khaled, 24, was captured when 
the and an American tried to hi jack an El A1 Israel 
airlines Boeing 708 over the North Sea on Sept. 4. The 
attempt was foiled by security guards aboard the plane 
Who shot and killed her male acomplice.

FBI’S HOOVER CONDEMNS MURDERS OF POLICEMEN 

FBI DIRECTOR J. Edgar Hoover Wednesday con¬ 
demned a spreading wave of murders of policemen which 
he said threatens the nation’s entire law enforcement 
system. “Only an aroused citizenry and swift and certain 
punishment by the courts can reduce felonious acts 
against police,” Hoover said. “When a law enforcement 
Officer dies at the hands of a killer, part of our system 
Of law dies with him.” In a statement contained in the 
FBI’s monthly Law Enfrocement Bulletin, Hoover blamed 
a growing “lack of respect for the law” for causing the 
rising trend of murders of policemen. “The role of the 
policeman becomes increasingly dangerous,” he said. 

HOUSE VOTES $92 MILLION TAX TO GUARD AIRLINERS 

THE HOUSE voted $92 million in higher air pas- 
§enger taxes Wednesday to pay for a corps of 2,500 
armed air marshals to guard against the “mounting 
danger” of airplane hijackings. Amid onl/ scattered 
opposition that guards firing bullets might endanger 
passengers and the aircraft, the House sent the bill to 
the Senate on a 323-17 roll call vote. The measure would 
raise the 8 per cent passenger tax on domestic flights 
to 8'a per cent, and the $3 head tax on international 
passengers to $5. The Nixon administration unvested 
the tax increase to pay for the air marshals. 

RHODES ASKS NIXON TO MAKE AGNEW ’RESPONSIBLE’ 

JOSEPH RHODES JR., the only student member c 
the President’s Commission on Campus Unrest, called on 
President Nixon Wednesday to “make the vice president 
responsible’’ and assume leadership in ending campus 
turmoil. Rhodes, 22, a black and a Junior Fellow’ at 
Harvard University, termed “regrettable” Vice President 
Spiro Agnew's criticism Tuesday of the commission’s 
report. Agnew’s critique, Rhodes told a news conference 
at Harvard, “takes place before the President has had a 
reasonable opportunity to consider the report of the 
commission.” He said the effect of Agnew's statement 
“has been to convince many Americans not to take our 
report seriously.” Agnew called the report, made public 
Saturday, “imprecise, contradictory and equivocal,” and 
said it provided “more pablum for permissivists” by 
rationalizing student disruptions. “It’s my opinion the 
vice president is acting independently of the President 
and by so doing is contributing to a most grave situa 
tion,” Rhodes said. “I find it more regrettable that 
Agnew would attempt to limit the President's options 
by publicly condemning tl#e report while the President 
Is out of the country.” He called on Nixon to “forcibly 
deny suport for political figures who attempt to 
divide us.”

Ted Kennedy Running Hard 
Even Though Seen Sure Winner 

Senator Edward M. Kennedy sat back, talked 
about his campaign for reelection, the Democratic State 
ticket with which he is running, what the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration has been doing and what he believes it 
should be doing. 

He expressed the conviction that the Democratic 
ticket is a strong one. Ted referred to Mayor White as 
“a candidate for Governor who understands the urban 
problems” and said that Robert H. Quinn “has done a 
good job as Attorney General.” 

“I feel comfortable running with them,” Ted de¬ 
clared. 

Although political experts are almost unanimous 
in their opinion that Senator Kennedy will be re¬ 
elected on Nov. 3, Ted is running as hard as if he 
were a “hungry” candidate. On the day before our 
interview, he had left his home at 5:45 in the morn¬ 
ing and didn't return here until 11:30 at night.

Explains Victory 

Editor of The Graphic: 

As the defeated candidates 
of the recent primary elections 
! in Massachusetts ponder about 
their positions, and as the 
journalistic analyses appear in 
all major newspapers, it is 
hard for a volunteer (over 
thirty) of the Drinan cam¬ 
paign to appreciate the solely 
factual descriptions of the 
“Drinan Victory Upset of the 
Year”, “Puzzling Primary 
Results,” “4,836-Vote Shocker”, 
“Vote Miracle”, etc. 

It seems to me that a true 
picture of the tremendous vic¬ 
tory Father Drinan scored 
would have to include the 3500 
volunteers who worked in total 
faith and devotion for their 
candidate, and most of whom 
were at the Drinan Head¬ 
quarters on the evening of the 
election. 

Most of the volunteers had 
worked for other candidates 
before. We had all taken part 
in peace demonstrations, but 
because of apathy and the 
unchanging attitude of our 
government we had become 
cynical and depressed. Our 
emotions were governed partly 
by fear. 

It was that feeling that 
often prompted me to consider 
leaving this country, in order 
to provide a future for my 
children where they need not 
experience such emotions. 

I felt especially depressed 
about this since once in my life 
I had lived under a govern¬ 
ment which created an at¬ 
mosphere among its people 
which stifled democratic pro¬ 
cesses. 

Eventaully it led to the 
fascistic Nazi government 
which was judged by the world 
during the Nurenberg trials at 
the end of the Second World 
War. The importance of those 
trials has been discussed 
enough. 

The issues Father Drinan 
stressed in his campaign were 
therefore “my issues”. They 
are the issues of all the 3500 
volunteers and the issues of 
everybody. Until the victory of 
this primary election nothing 
much had changed. 

But for me and for all the 
volunteers of the Drinan cam¬ 
paign, his victory has given us 
another glimpse of hope, not 
only for a change of 
leadership, but for a change in 
human understanding as well.. 

I have never seen a group 
that size who shared ope ex¬ 
perience in such a joyous and 
exhilarating way. To me it was 
one of the few experiences in 
my life which I will never 
forget. It was not merely 3500 
“individuals” who helped 
Father Drinan to his victory, 
nor was it a “Children’s 
Crusade” as portrayed by the 
press. 

About half of the volunteers 
were over 30, and sometimes, 
as in my case, whole families 
were involved. My children 
helped in their way to draw at¬ 
tention to the candidate. Many 
devoted college students were 
able to “communicate” again 
with their parents and not only 
communicate with them, but 
also convince them of the im¬ 
portance of their help in the 
campaign. 

The victory of Father 
Drinan was a victory in mor 
than one way, and surely more 
than a political victory.

Republican and 
Democratic women leaders 
are making common cause in 
an attempt to lure more 
members of their sex into 
big-time politics. 

Mrs. Elly M. Peterson, 
assistant chairman of the 
GOP national committee, 
and Mrs. Geri Joseph, who 
formerly held the same 
poisition with the 
Democrats, began last 
spring to look for a foun¬ 
dation that would finance 
the poll they believe should 
be made. 

Once they find an angel, 
they will be ready to compile 
questions they believe 
should be asked. 

Not Even Much 
Tokenism 

Women now do far more 
of the nuts-and-bolts work 
than do men. But even 
though they comprise more 
than half the national 
population, they generally 
are forgotten when party 
endorsements are 
distributed and few are to 
be found in high political 
office. 

There have been Jews on 
the Supreme Court bench, 
and there is a Negro there, 
but no woman ever has been 
named to this prestigious 
position. None has been 
chosen for the cabinet since 
President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower named Mrs. 
Ovcta Culp Hobby to head 
the then new Health, Educa¬ 
tion, and Welfare Depart¬ 
ment. 

The 100 senators include 
one woman, and the 435- 
member House has 10 
women members. 

Why such a small 
representation? 

It is hoped the poll will 
provide the answers. 

Looking For Votes 

Harriett Cipriani, deputy 
vice chairman of DNC, said 
the Democratic women’s 
division first wrote to all 
female candidates in the 
1968 convention, those who 
lost as well as the winners. 
The questionnaire asked if it 
had been difficult to raise 
campaign money, for ex¬ 
ample, and did men support 
them as the gentle sex has 
supported male candidates? 

A professional poll at¬ 
tempt was launched because 
party leaders believed their 
first attempt was too 
amateurish in such a com¬ 
plicated field. 

“Maybe w'e’re urging 
women to run for public of¬ 
fice and wc will find out 
they couldn’t care less,” Mrs. 
Cipriani said. “And some 
simply prefer to vote for the 
male candidate.” 

If this hazard proves true, 
she said, “w’e must utilize 
education to change their 
minds. 

“We’re not saying w’omen 
would be better than men 
. . . but there should be 
more of them in Congress.”

Educators Predict Continuing 
Campus Disturbances This Fall

Student protests, which 
paralyzed many U.S. colleges 
last spring, will continue to 
be a conspicuous part of 
campus life this fall. That is 
the prediction of an 
overwhelming majority of 
educators and students in¬ 
terviewed by a team of UPI 
reporters at 72 colleges in 31 
states. 

“The Vietnam War is still 
in progress, the environment 
is still being polluted, racism 
is still rampant - what’s 
changed?” said a Princeton 
senior. 

Most college ad¬ 
ministrators voiced hope 
that protests will remain 
peaceful during the new 
academic year instead of 
exploding in violence and 
disruption as some did after 
the U.S. invasion of Cam¬ 
bodia last April. But there 
was an underlying tone of 
uncertainty and anxiety. 

“I simply don’t know what 
to expect,” said Dr. Wilbur 
Moulton, dean of students at 
Southern Illinois University, 
which was shut down by 
student demonstrations last 
May. “I’m convinced that 
national and international 
affairs, principally the In¬ 
dochina War, will be the 
main determining factor.” 

“If there’s any heating up 
of the war in Vietnam, or if 
American forces re-invade 
C ambodia, there’ll be hell to 
pay,” said another Eastern 
educator who insisted on 
anonymity. 

Educators Watched 

Students said chances of 
avoiding violence depend on 
how collcge administrators 
and public officials respond 
to peaceful protests. If stu¬ 
dent dissatisfaction is ig¬ 
nored or is met with heavy- 
handed repression, they said, 
there is likely to be sefious 
trouble. 

A third unpredictable ele¬ 
ment is the outcome of the 
November elections. 

“A lot of students are 
trying to ‘work through the 
system’ by campaigning for 
political candidates,” said a 
Stanford University official. 
“If their candidates don’t 
win, it’s hard to tell what 
might happen.” 

Many students agree. 
They said wholesale defeat 
of peace candidates In 
November would accentuate 
the feeling of powerlessness 


that animates much student 
protest, and w o u 1 cl 
strengthen the position of 
campus radicals who 
contend It’s futile to seek 
change through the electoral 
system. 

Other findings of the na¬ 
tionwide survey: 

There is growing pressure 
on college administrators 
from state legislatures, 
boards of regents, alumni 
and local authorities to take 
a hard line in dealing with 
campus unrest. Growing 
hostility toward student 
activists among large 
segments of the population 
may contribute to con¬ 
frontations. 

Radical student activity, 
formerly centered in big 
name schools of the East 
and the Far West, is 
spreading to many formerly 
conservative schools. 

Radical organizations such 
as Students for a 
Democratic Society (SDS) 
are splintered into numerous 
ideological factions. Their 
full-time membership is very 
small • on many campuses, 
only a fraction of 1 per cent 
of the student body - but 
when they have a popular 
issue to exploit, their in¬ 
fluence vastly exceeds their 
numbers. 

Many students and 
educators expect extreme 
groups to put less emphasis 
this year on promoting mass 
confrontations and to make 
greater use of hit-and-run 
guerrilla tactics such as 
bombings and arson. 

Black students are leery of 
joining whites in protests 
because they fear they 
would take the brunt of any 
retaliation. 

“When they start 
shooting, they’ll get us 
first,” said a radical black. 
They intend to focus their 
own activity on elimination 
of government and univer¬ 
sity policies they consider 
racist. 

The ambivalent attitude of 
many college ad¬ 
ministrations toward the 
chances for campus peace 
was typified by President 
Robert White of Kent State 
University at Kent, Ohio, 
where four students w r ere 
shot to death by National 
Guardsmen in May. 

White said he is “hopeful” 
of a trouble-free year, but 


added in the next breath - 
that the university has taken 
stringent precautions to 
maintain “security” on the 
campus. 4 ~ 

Robert Perrin, vice presi¬ 
dent of Michigan State 
University, said. “We know 
of no outstanding issues 
that would provide any ex¬ 
cuses for violent activity 
this fall.” But he also added 
quickly that “it would be 
foolish for anyone to try to 
predict what will happen.” 

Fr. Theodore M. Hesburgh, 
president of Notre Dame, 
said colleges reflect the 
world around them. “There 
will be no peace on campus 
unless there is a more 
reasonable amount of peace 
in the world,” he said.

To Rock Congress

NEW YORK (UPI) —

Capitol Hill, but a watch has 
been called for next January. 
Most observers predict the 
impending storm will take 
its shape m feminine form. 

They say it will hit in the 
guise of a vociferous con¬ 
gressional hopeful named 
Bella Abzug, a lawyer, 49, 
referred to by her sup¬ 
porters as the “Wonder 
Woman.” 

plan to shake Congress 
up or theic wouldn’t be any 
reason for me to go,” Mrs. 
Abzug said in an Interview. 
“I believe In a new style of 
politics — activism and 
leadership. 

“Anybody can make a 
speech but the people want 
someone who will un¬ 
derstand their problems, 
organize, fight and stay with 
them and not wait for them 
to write a letter. 

“I’m an activist. I really 
believe in the role of 
leadership. I don’t just talk 
about it.” 

Mrs. Abzug, a practicing 
attorney since 1947, is a 
founder and member of both 
the New York State and 
National executive com¬ 
mittees oi the New 
Democratic Coalition, a 
reform democratic organiza¬ 
tion. 

She began her con¬ 
gressional bid with a hard 
hitting Democratic primary 
campaign in Manhattan’s 
conglomerate 19th district. 
Campaigning against the 
war and for total equality 
for w’omen, she beat in¬ 
cumbent Leonard Farbstein, 
67, for the nomination by a 
vote of 17.341 to 14,642, thus 
ending liberal Farbstein’s 14- 
year tenure in the House of 
Reoresentatives. 

The 19th district is heavily 
Democratic so that the 
primary victory Is con¬ 
sidered tantamount to elec¬ 
tion, which means the house 
will get its first women’s 
liberation spokesman. 

However, Mrs. Abzug — 
the wife ot a stockbroker 
and the mother of two teen¬ 
age daughters — does not 
associate herself with the 
radical side of the women’s 
“lib” movement. 

“I’m very sober in my 
approach to women’s libera¬ 
tion.” she said. “I’m not in¬ 
terested in replacing men, 
but I do think they can be 
changed a little. 

“Women should be able to 
load full lives and realize 
their total capacity, which 
society does not fully allow’. 
Women are not encouraged 
to reach the levels men are 
allowed to reach. 

“I will take the cause of 
women — America’s op¬ 
pressed majority — to the 
halls of Congress. 

I will fight in Washington 
against the discrimination 
that condemns most women 
to low-paying jobs, gives 
women welfare instead of 
income, keeps them out of 
the professions, denies them 
day care facilities, mis- | 


educates their children, 
gives third rate health care 
to black, Puerto Rican and 
poor women, and forces 
them to risk their lives by 
submitting to illegal abor¬ 
tions.” 

Mrs. Abzug, national 
legislative director of 
Women Srikc for Peace, said 
that the Vietnam W’ar and 
“archaic” congressional 
rules will be her first, 
targets. 

An outspoken opponent of 
the war, she believes 
America is going in thf 
direction of militarism. 

“The Pentagon is still run-, 
ning the country,” she said.- 
“People want jobs and de¬ 
cent housing, but they can’t 
get them because all ths 
money is being used for ths 
war. 

“The war is robbing us of 
our maternal resources.” 

Of congressional rules, she 
said, the “archaic” ruletf 
don’t allow Congress to 
represent the people. Ths 
committee system is an im¬ 
possibility, she said. 

“I will join the small but 
growing group of men and 
women in Congress challeng¬ 
ing the outmoded seniority 
system and insisting that 
Congress represent the reali¬ 
ty of American life.” 

In November, Mrs. Abzug 
will run against the radio 
broadcaster, Barry Farber, 
the Republican Liberal can¬ 
didate. Both are outspoken 
but Mrs. Abzug’s booming 
voice puts her points across 
with piledriver punch. Her 
campaign literature tells yod 
that “This Woman’s Place Is 
in The House . . . the HousO 
of Representatives.”

Litterbugs traveling the 
nation’s highways this year 
may find the going costlier 
than they ever imagined. 

Keep America Beautiful, 
Inc. says a study of anti¬ 
litter laws in 30 of the 50 
states reveals that penalties 
for highway littering may 
take the form of stiff fines 
or imprisonment, or both. 

Allen H. Seed Jr., 
executive vice president of 
the national litter-prevention 
organization, reports 11 of 
the states surveyed may 
impose maximum fines 
ranging from $100 to $500 on 
any person convicted of 
littering highways. In 15 of 
the 30 states the maximum 
fine is $ 100 ; in four others, 
$50. Terms of imprisonment 
may run from five days to 
one year. 

Other penalties include 
suspension of driver’s 
licenses and vehicle 
registrations, as well as 
confinement at labor, 
cleaning up rubbish and 
debris from highways and 
other public property. 

"The best way to curb 
highway littering is for 
every motorist to stash his 
sponsoring trash in a litterbag,” 
observes Seed. 


Belgium’s Army 
Has 2 Divisions 
35 Generals 

If a Belgian soldiers isn't on 
vacation during the summer, 
he stands a good chance of 
being roped in for potato 
harvesting, strawberry pick¬ 
ing or some construction 
work. 

"The Belgian army must 
rank highest in the ‘odd 
jobs’ category among all 
forces of the North Atlan¬ 
tic Treaty Organization 
NATO,” an army spokesman 
said. 

The role of Belgium’s 
army as a social service 
agency has been one element 
in a national controversy 
swirling around the 75,000- 
man force. The controversy 
hit front pages when the 
army announced its troops 
were too busy with other 
summer jobs to move into 
Brussels central post office 
to help unclog a massive 
mail pile-up. 

Chaotic Element 

A Brussels newspaper, 
Het Laatstc Nieuws, com¬ 
plained thc Belgian army "is 
administratively the most 
chaotic element in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organiza¬ 
tion.” 

With only two divisions, it 
has 35 generals. And while 
most of the arm is station¬ 
ed in West Germany, two 
thirds of its officers hold 
desk jobs in Belgium. 


The army’s basic manpow¬ 
er of about 35,000 secon¬ 
dary school and university 
graduates who are required 
to give one year compulsary 
military service. But the 
draftees’ one year under the 
colors incudes a 60-day vaca¬ 
tion, which means army 
personnel managers have to 
do a lot of juggling to make, 
sure they have enough 
soliders on hand for 
maneuvers periods.

Many conscripts, 
particularly farm boys, take' 
their holidays then. That’s; 
also when the farmers want 
soidiers for harvesting,* 
when summer camps for 
children art in operation and 
when towns are having’ 
parades.

An army spokesman said 
the army runs up to 30 per 
cent under strength during 
the summer months, and 
faced with the conflicting 
demands for its man|>o*.veiv 
is trying to limit its in¬ 
volvement in odd job social 
, work. 

This summer the army; 
announced firmly that its 
forces would not be available 
for picking strawberries. 

"Concripts assisting the 
population now and then 
create a good image for the 
forces, but rows of soldiers 
gingerly picking strawber¬ 
ries is rather ludicrous,” one 
office said.

Spain Opens 
Educational 
Doors to All 

Juan Espanol’s 

educational opportunities 
might still trail those of 
Johnny Smith, hut his 
chances of reaching college 
will increase a hundredfold 
with the coming fall term. 

For the first time in 
Spain’s history, this 
September all schools, 
including those run by the 
powerful Roman Catholic 
Church, will be forced to 
offer “compulsory and free” 
education. 

Simultaneously, the two- 
tier system that effectively 
barred the poor from college 
will be erased. 

“The new’ system will 
absolutely guarantee a 
university education for 
anyone with ability,” an 
education ministry official 
said. 

Previously, Spain ran two 
school networks. In one, 
children of middle and upper 
class families received 
college preparatory courses 
while the sons of poor 
families were restricted to 
an eight-year education in 
basic topics. 

“Once he passed 10 years 
ole, the student from a poor 
family had no opportunity to 
advance,” the official said. 

An important section of 
the educational reform 
program bans private 
schools, traditional haunts 
of the rich, from charging 
fees for their services, but 
allows them to continue in 
operation. 

"We have no desire to 
close these schools,” the 
official said. “If they have 
financial problems, they can 
always ask for a 
government grant.” 

If these funds are 
released, he said, the private 
schools must accept 
government supervision and 
adopt a uniform curriculum. 

To ensure the availability 
of the new advantages to the 
poor, the governmeent has 
set up a system of student 
subsidies and grants, and 
launched a major campaign 
against dropouts. 

Under the subsidy system, 
both the student and his 
family will receive monthlly 
allowances from the 
government. These, the 
official said, will equal the 
wages the youth might have 
earned by leaving school. 

Radio, television, 
newspapers and posters 
constantly are p romoting 
the value of education. The 
nationwide program stresses 
that study is a patriotic duty 
and books create money. 

“Study for Spain" posters 
adorn the nation’s walls and 
television programs, show- 
skits of a student day 
dreaming about fame and 
riches with his book turning 


into a fistful of pesetas. 

There is little doubt 
among officials that such a 
program is needed. A recent 
survey os students who 
entered the school in 1950 
showed only 3 out of every 
100 completed college and 
only 27 reached secondary 
school.

Press Agent to 
Battle Nation’s 
Pollution Woes 

The U.S. Department of 
the Interior, under fire 
because of the nation’s 
pollution woes, has hired a 
press agent to spruce up its 
image. 

Hollywood publicist 
Edward Shaw said he has 
been engaged to help the 
department “get into the 
concert promotion field.” 

The government, Shaw 
said, feels that "people will 
listen to a lecture or seminar 
on land pollution if it’s given 
by a Hollywood celebrity.” 

Shaw said the government 
agency chose him “because I 
know a lot of celebrities. . . 
the department’s own people 
didn’t know many.” 

Shaw, in New York briefly 
before going to Washington 
for consultations with 
department officials, said 
the government personnel 
"are not press agents. They 
needed outside help. They 
weren’t getting any good 
publicity.” 

Shaw’s first assignment 
with the department is to 
coordinate its concert 
program, called the Johnny 
Horizon Program.

many Americans, but in 
Europe such a forgery can 
have a long life before being 
discovered, especially since 
it was once a genuine 
banknote.” 

We were in the counterfeit 
nut section of the head¬ 
quarters of the International 
Criminal Police Organization 
at Suburban Saint Cloud, 
overlooking the Bois de 
Boulogne and with a distant 
view of the Eiffel Tower. 

“We have a collection of 
genuine and forged notes 
from 180 countries,” the 
counterfeit specialist said. 
“Some of them are really 
primitive •• like the Turkish 
note - but others would fool 
everyone but the experts. 
There are also some unin¬ 
tentional forgeries - like 
these 2,000 - florin Dutch 
notes. A firm had them 
printed as a publicity gim¬ 
mick, with the design just 
like the one on the 1,000- 
florin notes. Now, there’s no 
such thing as a Dutch 2,000 
florin note, but a number of 
them found their way into 
circulation.” 

Interpol officials are con¬ 
cerned at a recent rise in 
forged traveler’s checks. 
“There is also a steady in¬ 
crease in counterfeit dollar 
bills, because of the interna¬ 
tional role of U.S. curren¬ 
cy,” one official said. 

“It’s interesting to note 
that several east European 
Communist countries— 
which are not among our 105 
members -- cooperate with 
us in the fight against forg¬ 
ed currency by supplying us 
with specimens of genuine 
notes.” 

In his wood-panelled of¬ 
fice, Interpol Secretary- 
General Jean Nepote told 
UPI: “A lot of people have 
the wrong idea about us. We 
are not super James Bonds. 
Our work is simply a task of 
coordination. We cannot ar¬ 
rest anybody. That has to be 
done by national police 
forces. 

“Without Interpol, how¬ 
ever, the world would be 
a jungle. Interpol is in¬ 
dispensable to any national 
police force which considers 
itself organized. For in¬ 
stance, in 1968 a total of 934 
criminals wanted by 28 coun¬ 
tries were arrested and 
brought to justice through 
Interpol. Our organization 
gives a truly international 
service, despite its modest 


Sweden Has 
Problems With 
Its ‘Raggare’ 

The Swedish government 
has come up with a unique 
lil; answer to its problem 
children - the unabashed hell¬ 
raising “raggare” - by giving 
>;j them a mansion away from 
public eye and ear. 

The raggare, who thrive 
1 on loud automobiles and free 
i love, have been a social pro- 
j blem in Sweden since the 
I early 1950s. They number 
several thousand boys and 
girls in their late teens and 
early twenties who are out 
for a good time • nothing 
more. 

Authorities hope the 
delapidated 25-room mansion 
13 miles northeast of 
Stockholm will reduce public 
complaints about the youths* 
offensive behavior in such 
public domain as parking 
lots and campgrounds. The 
nearest neighbor is a half- 
mile away. 

The term “raggare” has 
the American equivalent of 
boys in automobiles “picking 
up” girls walking along the 
street. Members wear long 
hair and leather clothing. 
They throw wild parties and 
drive souped-up cars with 
throbbing mufflers and load¬ 
ed with chrome. The noise of 
their cars is bad enough to 
the general public but their 
tendency to make love in¬ 
discreetly in public places is 
a little too much even for 
liberal Sweden. 

It’s not uncommon for 
police to break up swinging 
sex and drinking parties in 
parking lots and 
campgrounds. The raggare 
also have gone on occasional 
hooligan rampages. 

When Stockholn police 
went on strike in June, 
gangs of raggare roamed 
the streets and looted state- 
owned liquor stores. They 
insulted pedestrians and 
caused $30,000 worth of 
damage. 

Stockholm police created a 
“raggare squad” in the wake 
of the outburst but shelved 
it when the government’s 
child and youth welfare com¬ 
mittee agreed to pay the 
rent on the mansion outside 
the capital. 

Called Tegelhagen. the 
mansion was secured in 
large part through a 15-year 
effort by Olof Moller, 47, an 
advertising man who in his 
youth was a raggare-like 
rebel. 

Moller said Tegelhagen 
would have a large parking 
area for the raggare cars

A radio-station atop the 
building uses Morse code too 
transmit and receive in¬ 
formation. Set up in 1923 
with radio stations only in 
Paris and Zurich, the radio 
network has grown to 35 
regional stations. 

The Saint Cloud head¬ 
quarters handles about 
150,000 messages annually, 
including the transmission 
of international arrest war¬ 
rants, graded “red” for 
wanted murder suspects and 
“green” for other criminals.

Teams of neatly dressed 
Japanese businessmen are 
becoming fixtures o n 
Budaupst’s Lenin Korut, 
Prague’s Wenceslas Square 
and Bucharest’s Moulevard 
Maghcru. 

They are the shock troops 
of a determined invasion 
that is turning Communist 
eastern Europe into yet 
another rich market for 
Japan’s exporters. 

Japan’s total trade with 
eastern Europe is stiil only 
about one fourth of its com¬ 
merce with the Soviet Union, 
which is Japan’s next door 
neighbor. 

Japan sees in eastern 
Europe an expanding 
market for Japanese 
goods. The Communist con¬ 
sumer markets, so long 
depressed, are beginning to 
expand and Japan wants 
part of the business. 

For the east Europeans, 
Japan has opened a back 
door to western technology. 
The Communist 
governments need western 
patents, processes and know'- 
how if they are to modernize 
their industry so it can com¬ 
pete on western markets. 

Because of political 
restrictions, east European 
trade with the United States 
has lagged. But Japan 
knows all the 20th century 
secrets and is willing to 
share them - for a price. 

Japanese exports so far 
have been mostly heavy 
machinery, although cars 
are winning a share of the 
east European market. 
Czechoslovakia, for instance, 
bought 3,000 Toyotas in 1969. 

Poland is the most active 
Japanese trading partner, 
with $57.7 million worth of 
business in 1969. 

East German-Japanese 
trade amounts to $36.8 
million and Romania and 
Japan do $36.5 million an¬ 
nually. Hungary, which is 
doing a booming business in 
western Europe,

Signs warning against 
jaywalking dot the streets 
and police in blue-and-yellow 
prowl cars bellow’ warnings 
through loudspeakers. But 
the distances to cover being 
what they are, Muscovites 
seemingly much prefer to 
cross over catch as catch 
can. 

The current maximum fine 
for jaywalking is 50 kopecks 
(55 cents). The guilty one 
also risks a reprimand from 
a comrades’ court, the 
disciplinary groups organiz¬ 
ed at places of work. But the 
discouragements obviously 
aren’t enough. 

Lately, letters t o 
newspaper editors have been 
calling for fines of up to 
three rubles ($3.33) and for 
jail sentences for those who 
cause accidents.

It had to come — this 
boom in men's knitwear, 
because men (more than 
women) have always put 
comfort in top priority. 

The collections this year 
reveal the expanded perspec¬ 
tive of knitted wools in the 
male wardrobe with styles 
ranging from suits in 
sweater knits, handsomely 
tailored double knits, 
jumpsuits, coats, blazers, 
slacks, to the new "shrinks.” 
body shirts and deep brush¬ 
ed mohair "whisker” sports 
sweaters. 

By the turn of the century, 
knits will dominate men's 
fashions and may well be the 
only fabric that survives. 

The knitted wool tailored 
suit has finally come to full 
practical realization. 
Designers have taken ad¬ 
vantage of wool’s resili.Mt 
richness to create tailored 
suits with superb comfort 
and distinction. These suits 
move away from formality 
with a no sleeve jacket, 
called the “Free Suit” or the 
"Shirt Suit.” and the 
sweater suit takes still an¬ 
other step tow f ard casual 
ease with its sweater-knit 
texture. 

One of these new easygo¬ 
ing suits combines riblnxi 
wool pants with a jacket in 
spaced ribs by Himalaya. 
Double-knit wools are giving 
a new’ fashion punch too the 
separate pants category, 
appearing in an explosion of 
lively patterns, including art 
deco, stripings and im¬ 
aginative scrolls. Leader in 
the pants area is Dunlee 
Slacks who report that pat¬ 
terns arc outselling solids 60 
to 40 percent. 

Sweaters 

In sweaters, the body-fit is 
the new signal, manifested 
in shrunken-looking style3 
that appear like miniatures 
in the hand, but the 
accordion-stretch of the flex¬ 
ible wool ribs give them a 
free-motion, body con¬ 
forming fit. These waist 
length "Shrink-Fits” may be 
tank-top style, or long-sieev- 
ed. with deep U-necks, often 
with fishtail ribs that hug 
the waist. 

Sleeves are narrowed, with 
small armholes, sometimes 
with deep ribbing from 
waist to elbow eemphasizing 
the snugness. 

Style by Alps comes in a 
tweedy orange and yellow 
waffle knit, sleeveless tank- 
top, and by Robert Bruce in 
a Fair Isle jacquard. The 
trend toward the lean fit is a 
strong one that also appears 
in Western sweater shirts, 
cartoon pullovers. and 
original tie-dyes like the 
links-stitch wool by Pendle¬ 
ton. 

Belts are part and parcel 
of sweater - wearing, as 
knitted self belts or as in- 
d ividualistic accessories, 
worn single, double or triple 
to emphasize the short, 
close-fitting pullovers. The 
self belts bring the Norfolk 
jacket into prominence, and 
define the line of the longer 
pullovers and vests. One of 
the most popular in strong 
ribs carries the Puritan 
label. 

Whiskery wool sweaters 
are in, complementing the 
trend too more face and 
head foliage. 

In deep brushed mohair- 
and-wool or all-wool, these 
have a new’ furry texture of 
great richness that gives a 
flow’ and dimension to pat 
terns such as argyles, 
stripes, and blanket plaids. 
Belted vest style by Lord 
Jeff deserves speciaal merit 
because the mohair is brush¬ 
ed to a texture as soft as 
mink. 

The poncho has evolved 
into a full-fledged trend. Its 
fringe benefits have been 
adapted in fishtail pullovers. 


and tank tops, bordered 
with wool fringe varying 
from a foot long to just a 
couple of inches. The 
matching sports sweater 
scarf is very much on the 
scene, long and leaner, with 
fringe accentuating its 
length. Spirited designs in¬ 
clude jacquad Indian head 
isolated on the front of a 
pullover, an all-over design 
of the peace symbol, Navajo 
blanket patterns, and col¬ 
orful patchwork. Color 
follows through on the 
young inclination with a 
lively range of purples, 
pinks, copper, blue and 
green. 


DDT Substitutes 
May Be Even 
Greater Killers 

"Based on present 
know ledge . . . the incidence 
of poisonings of many may 
be expected to increase.” 

That warning about the 
danger of handling some of 
the bug killers being 
substituted for DDT and 
other long-lived pesticides 
was published by 
Agriculture Department 
experts last March. 

Its significance was 
underlined by recent reports 
of several deaths from 
Parathion poisoning in 
North C arolina, where it had 
replaced DDT in tobacco 
fields. 

The warning indicated, in 
effect, that campaigns to 
phase out many uses of 
persistent, e n v i r o nment- 
polluting pesticides may ba 
producing increased risks of 
accidental poisonings, 
including deaths. 

The shorter-lived, 
nonpolluting chemicals like 
Parathion are frequently 
much more poisonous. They 
are more dangerous to 
handle unless extreme care 
is used, experts said. 

The Agriculture 
Department’s warning came 
in a review of the economic 
outlook if DDT and other 
persistent organochlorine 
pesticides are replaced 
where substitutes are 
available • with 
nonpersistent chemicals. 

The report noted some 
shifts in that direction had 
already been made. It added 
that shortlived chemicals 
could be substituted for 
about three-fourths of the 
organochlorines being used, 
(as of 1966,) to control crop 
pests. 

But the department warn¬ 
ed that many of the sub¬ 
stitutes — mainly organo¬ 
phosphorous and carba¬ 
mate chemicals — are poi¬ 
sonous to man and other 
warmbblooded animals. 

"In contrast to the 
organochlorines (like DDT) 
the detrimental effects of 
these substitutes tend to be 
acute rather than chronic 
and they have causeed 
numerous poisonings, some 
fatal, i n man,” the 
department said. 

"Some are capable of 
killing wildlife coming into 
contact with undecomposed 
pesticides.” 

Although some of them 
produce environmental 
pollution and danger to fish 
and wildlife, DDT and its 
cousins are considered 
relatively safe to handle by 
man, the report said. 

The investigations did not 
cover all pesticide accidents, 
officiaals stresseed. But they 
noted that Parathion was 
involved in 132 of the 181 
accidental pesticide deaths 
investigated in the S 1 * year 
period.

A miniature version of the 
compactors used in high-rise 
apartment buildings, the 
compressor will dispose of 
plastic and glass bottles, 
milk cartons, cans, paper 
products, aerosol cans and 
other garbage, grease and 
refuse in a water-risistant, 
polyethylene-lined Kraft bag. 
Housed in the drawer of a 
counter height, 15-inch wide 
cabinet, which can be 
freestanding or built-in, the 
compactor runs on a small 
electric motor, compressing 
waste to one-fourth original 
volume by means of a ram 
exerting 2,000 pounds of 
force. For safety, a key must 
be turned to operate the 
unit, and there is automatic 
shutoff if the drawer is 
opened. A deodorant spray 
is released on the waste each 
time the drawer is closed.

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Coffee Tips 
By Navy Chef 

By ROBERT C. MILLER 

The Wahiawa Naval 
Communications Station has 
parlayed a cup of coffee and 
a bowl of soup into the best 
of the Navy’s big mess halls. 

For the second time in 
three years the general mess 
at Wahiawa has won the 
Edward F. Ney Memorial 
Award for feeding more 
people ashore better than 
anyone else in the Navy. 
And one of the fringe 
benefits was the award of 
the “golden cup and saucer” 
for brewing the best cup of 
coffee in the Navy. 

The station, located about 
20 miles from Honolulu, 
serves an average 375 noon 
meals daily in its flower¬ 
decorated dining hall, 
provides ice cream 24 hours 
a day, has pretty girls 
ladling out the goodies, but 
never lets a woman close to 
a stove. 

The foundation stones of 
Waiawa’s success are its 
coffee and its bean soup. 

Chief James L. Barnes of 
Nashville, Tenn., who has 
brewed enough coffee to 
float half the Navy, says the 
secret of a cup of good 
coffee is ltc—loving, tender 
care. 

Coffee Do’s, Dont’s 

“There are more don’ts 
than do’s to making a good 
cup of coffee,” Barnes 
explained. 

“Never boil coffee. Never 
let it stand in the pot. Never 
brew it in a dirty pot. Use 
only glass or stainless steal 
containers. You can't make a 
good cup of coffee in an 
electric percolator. Never let 
the water stay married to 
the grounds more than six 
minutes. 

Most important, the 
veteran food handler said, is 
to use the correct grind. 

Temperature is also an 
important factor. 

“The beer experts will tell 
you that 53 degrees is the 
best temperature to serve 
beer, but few people know 
that the ideal temperature 
too serve coffee is 155 
degrees,” Barnes explained. 
“And the water temperature 
in the pot should be between 
195 and 205 degrees, and 
never boiling!” 

The chief frowns on the 
use of aluminum coffee pots. 
“Too porous,”he said. 

He also explained that 
ground coffee loses 35 
percent of its flavor within 
24 hours after the can is 
opened, and practically all 
the oils are gone from an 
opened can in three days. 

Lt. Dana C. Chase, of 
Morris Plains, N.J., said the 
Navy had never used instant 
coffee because it lacks the 
quality of the whole bean. 

James C. Coombes, who 
handles the civilian 
management at Wahiawa, 
said an extra half gallon of 
water is now added for 
every pound of coffee used 
as “The boys don’t like it 
too strong. 

“More and more of them 
are drinking milk and soft 
drinks,” Coombes said, “but 
there aren’t too many tea 
drinkers.” 

White, dry beans are used 
in the prize-winning Navy 
bean soup ladled out at 
Wahiawa, along with 
hamhocks, ham, onions, 
carrots, cabbage and garlic. 

The most disappointed 
cook at Wahiawa is Tom 
Morris, of McConnelsville, 
Ohio, who developed the 
“first team” bean soup

Workers Glut To Be SpaJ J 
Job Mart 


Dunstan Hayden, a former 
Benedictine monk trained as 
a specialist in educational 
technology, figures he has 
entered the job market at 
the wrong time. 

“Everybody keeps saying 
that people are our most 
important resource but I feel 
like I'm being squandered.” 
he said. 

Hayden, 38, has been 
looking for three months. 
For him and for thousands 
of other panicky white collar 
and professional people, 
there are no jobs. 

“Everywhere you go, you 
hear the same thing,” he 
said. “There are no 
government grants this year 
and therefore we’re not 
hiring.” 

His experience is being 
shared by an increasing 
number of professionals in 
the economic squeeze 
resulting from the 
administration’s efforts to 
combat inflation. 

A recent report from the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics 
(BLS) showed that white 
collar unemployment rose in 
August to the highest level 
in nearly 10 years. BLS 
found 1,114,000 persons, or 
2.7 per cent of the white 
collar labor force, out of 
work in August. A year ago, 
there were 873,000 jobless 
white collar workers ~ 2.2 
percent of the labor force. 

Many of the newly 
unemployed are scientists 
and engineers who received 
their degrees in the post- 
Sputnik days when U.S. 
society was putting a 
premium on technological 
skill. Now, with cutbacks in 
government, defense and 
aerospace spending, the 
market for their services is 
glutted. 

J. Paul Cali, a scientist 
with the U.S. Bureau of 
Standards, said he has been 
trying unsuccessfully for 
several months to find jobs 
for seven fellow scientists. 

“These are all highly 
trained, educated, 
professional people. But 
there just isn’t room for 
them any place right now,” 
he said. 

“It used to be that when 
we had an opening here we’d 
have to go out and hunt for 
someone to fill it. Now we 
have 15 applicants whenever 
there is an opening.” 

First Jobs Harder 

One of the trade journals 
that serves the engineering 
community reported this 
month that the demand for 
engineers and scientists has 
hit a ten-year low. It pub¬ 
lished a lengthy article ad¬ 
vising engineers on how too 
go about preparing for job 
hunting and interviewing. 
“The suddenness of the 
layoffs has left deep scars in 
the technologic al 
community.” it said. 

If things look bleak for 
men who’ve once had jobs, 
they’re even worse for 
young professionals who are 
still trying to find a first 
job. 

A 24-year-old college 
graduate with a Ph.D., a 
wife and baby daughter but 
without business or other 
training, explained his 
predicament succinctly. 

He told an interviewer, 
one of a dozen he had seen: 
“If ever a man needs a job, I 
do. I have mouths to feed, 
but I don’t have any of the 
ordinary skills that you or a 
dozen other employers want. 

“I feel I have wasted years 
on my education while 
others of my age group were 
out learning how to make a 
living.” 

How to Adapt 

According to Labor 
Department figures, more 
than 16 percent of the 
unemployed professionals 
have been out of work for 15 
weeks or longer. 

In Los Angeles, which has 
an especially large 
concentration of aerospace 
and defense contracting 
plants, thousands o f 
engineers have used up their 
26 weeks of unemployment

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benefits and still have no 
jobs in sight. 

That means they no longer 
have income of any kind. 
For people used to living a 
comfortable, affluent, 
middleclass American life, 
this can be traumatic. 

“You learn to get by - 
finally,” said a rocket 
engineer, formerly with a 
small research and 
development firm outside 
Washington. “First you cut 
back on a lot of the little 
things -• on entertaining, new 
clothes, special things for 
the kids. 

“You put off getting a 
color television set, and that 
seems easy. Then you 
wonder about making the 
house payment, and panic 
hits.” 

In many cases, the only 
solution is for the wife to go 
to work - if she can find a 
job. 

The teaching field was 
once a typical occupation for 
married women because it 
allowed a family to 
supplement its income while 
the husband was getting 
established. 

But now it is glutted. 
Boston, for example, had 
3,500 applicants for 350 
teaching jobs. Milwaukee 
had 2,000 applicants for 700 
jobs. Scarsdale, N . Y., 
reported that it had Ph.D.’s 
applying to teach third- 
graders. 

The picture is just as 
bleak outside the 
professions. 

The advertising industry, 
an economic bellwether, last 
year reported its first drop 
in employment since 1961. It 
was due in part at least to 
large cutbacks in automobile 
and cigarette advertising 
and the general slowdown in 
the economy. 

Jobs Cut In Half 

The gloomy outlook for 
the white collar brigade and 
unemployed professionals 
became even gloomier this 
month with the cancellation 
of two Apollo moonshots. 
The space agency said 700 
civil servants and 2,300 
space contractor personnel 
will be discharged. 

In the space industry, 
private corporations will be 
employing only 142,000 less 
than half the number 
employed three years ago. 

Such figures help to 
explain the panic that is 
spreading among once 
relatively affluent people 
who never thought they 
would be among the ranks 
of the unemployed.

Mann Emp’sizes 
Importance Here 
Of Court Verdict 

Representative Theodore D. 
Manns today drew attention 
to the importance of the re¬ 
cent decision of the Superior 
Court dealing with Assess¬ 
ment made on Newton for 
sewage disposal in the M.D.C. 
System. 

“The decision,” Rep. Mann 
pointed out, “may very well 
mean that Newton, in common 
with other communities of 
Greater Boston, will benefit by 
a reduction in the MDC as 
sessment as a result of the 
decision.” 

“Our City Administration 
acted promptly on the advice 
it received from the Legisla¬ 
tive Committee investigating 
the MDC apportionment of 
costs to forty-one cities and 
towns and now stands to bene 
fit its taxpayers,” Rep. Mann, 
who was a member of the 
Legislative Committee, re¬ 
ported. 

“Our legislative investiga¬ 
tion of the Deer Island MDC 
disposal system and alloca¬ 
tion of costs, authorized in 
1967, revealed that Newton 
was paying an additional 
twenty-five percent of costs 
because of the failure of the 


City of Boston to pay its ‘fair 
share,’ ” Rep. Mann noted. 

“When these facts were 
turned up,” Mann added, “The 
Committee notified all the 
communities involved, and as 
a result of the action taken, 
last week’s decision by Judge 
August C. Taveira in favor 
of communities such as New¬ 
ton resulted. With this Court 
ruling Newton, along vritn 
other cities and towns, has 
taken a. major step to assure 
of MDC sewage costs.”

Crime Control Conference 


Richard A. Giesser of 11 
Nehoiden Rd., Waban, took 
part in the planning and 
management of the Mid 
America Conference on Crime 
Control and Criminal Justice. 
The Conference was held on 
the dates of September 23 and 
24 in Gary, Indiana. 

Mr. Giesser, the Executive 
Vice President of Social 
Dynamics Incorporated 
Boston, was part of the seven 
man staff which that company 
provided. 

Mayors Richard G. Hatcher 
of Gary, and Lloyd M. Allen of 
South Bend, Indiana sponsored 
the Conference in cooperation 
with the National Urban Coali 
tion and the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration of 
the U.S. Department of 
Justice. 

The Conference, attended by 
fifteen mayors and other of 
ficials from as many Mid- 
Western cities, aimed primari¬ 
ly at the crime problems of 
cities with populations 
between 50,000 and 250,000. 

Problems and programs con¬ 
sidered during the meetings 
included federal and state fun¬ 
ding sources to fight crime, 
the reform of state laws that 
impede modernization of 
criminal justice agencies, and 
communication with the public 
with regard to crime, its cure 
and prevention. 

The Conference also dealt 
with juvenile crime, alter¬ 
natives to arrest, and pro¬ 
grams for Improving 'cor 
rectional facilities. They also 
discussed the need for 
redefining the functions and 
duties of police and the need 
for engaging in long-term 
planning for police operations. 

Workshops dealt with pro¬ 
blems of a polarized society 
and with campus tensions, 
among others. Police Com 
missioner Patrick V. Murphy 
of Detroit, who took over as 
N.Y.C.’s Police Commissioner 
on October 1, delivered the 
main address entitled “The 
Modern Policeman’s Role in 
Contemporary Society.” 

This marked the second ma¬ 
jor conference management 
function of Social Dynamics 
Incorporated in the month of 
September.

Basbas Calls For Program 
To Aid Educational Needs 


Mayor Monte G. Basbas of 
Newton today called for 
forward - looking action to 
meet the need for modern 
educational programs and at 
the same time to relieve the 
real estate tax burden of the 
rent-payer and homeowner. 

Declaring that he would 
sponsor and support legisla¬ 
tion for a surcharge on the 
State Income Tax, Basbas 
declared, “The revenue derived 
from this surcharge is to be 
used exclusively to support the 
educational programs of our 
cities and towns.” 

Basbas further 
several guidelines, among 
them: 

1. Funds so collected would 
be distributed to cities and 
towns on the basis of 
equitable predetermined 
formula through block grants 

2. Each school system 
through its own initiative and 
funding would be permitted to 
exceed the funds received from 
this source; 

3. The direction and opera¬ 
tion of individual school 
systems would remain within 
the local control of cities and 
towns and school districts. 

In making the proposal, 
Mayor Basbas stated: “We 
have to get on with such a pro¬ 
gram without delay if we arc 
not to fall too far behind in 
our educational programs 
throughout the state and if we 
are to bring much needed 
relief to the homeowner and 
rent-payer.’ 

Explaining his thinking 
behind the proposal Mayor 
Basbas declared: 

There is no question in my 


to carry on advance work In 
up-dating and enriching cur¬ 
ricula. 

“Obviously, this takes 
money — much more than 
most cities and towns in our 
state can afford. To bridge 
this problem, we must move — 
as I have long urged — in the 
direction of providing more 
state funds with which to sup¬ 
port educational systems in all 
communities of the state. 

“At present we are entirely 
too dependent on the local pro¬ 
perty tax which is at once pro¬ 
ving inadequate as to funds 
outlined P rov - (ic d and is a heavy 

burden on the local homeowner 
and rent-payer. Et is in¬ 
creasingly obvious that the 
revenue from this source is 
insufficient to meet the 
demands for education in 
today’s complex society and 
other essential public services 
and facilities. 

“The need to bring tax relief 
to the homeowner and rent- 
payer and the imperative need 
for continually hnproved 
educational programs in the 
state dictate a basic change in 
our means of raising funds for 
educational purposes. The idea 
of a tax being dedicated to a 
particular purpose is not new 
— witness the highway tax. 
Do we value automobiles more 
than our young people?” 
Basbas concluded.

MOST REV. HUMBERTO S. MEDEIROS INSTALLED AS ARCHBISHOP 

THE LEADERSHIP of two million Roman Catholic 
passed Wednesday from the aging hands of Richard 
Cardinal Cushing amid pageantry centuries old to those 
of a man “full of promise” as the Most Rev. Humberto 
S. Medeiros was installed as archbishop of Boston. The 
cardinal’s presence at the ceremonies at Holy Cross 
Cathedral was rare in the history of the Church. “I 
had never dreamed that Providence would allow me the 
privilege of presiding at the installation of my succes¬ 
sor, ’ Cushing said in prepared remarks. A new papal 
decree ended the practice of appointing a new arch¬ 
bishop only on the death of his predecessor. Cushing, 
75 , retired last month after 26 years in office in the 
nation’s second largest diocese to become a special 
Vatican emissary. More than 2,500 of the faithful jam¬ 
med the Cathedral and massed outside on a summer- 
like day to watch the colorful procession that began 
the installation of Medeiros, former bishop of Browns¬ 
ville, Texas, who turned 55 Tuesday. Preceded by 
priests bearing license and a cross, three cardinals and 
more than 50 bishops from across the country filed 
along Union Park Street into the cathedral. Near the 
end of the line came Medeiros and Pope Paul Vi’s per¬ 
sonal emissary, the Most Rev. Luigi Raimondi, Apo¬ 
stolic delegate to the United States. Inside, Msgr. 
Thomas J. Finnegan, chancellor of the Boston archdi¬ 
ocese, read a papal letter appointing Medeiros arch¬ 
bishop and metropolitan of Boston. A delegation of 80 
representatives of the diocese’s 2,500 clergymen and 
of the laity pledged fealty to the new' archbishop, who 
blessed them for the first time. Medeiros said: "I can¬ 
not rely or any power of my own. Even if I come to 
you full of hope and confidence In the Lord Jesus 
Christ and in His Church. I must admit that it is not 
without ‘great fear and trembling.’ ” Cardinal Cushing 
said: “I need hardly tell you how deeply moved I have 
been by the ceremonies of this day. I can assure our 
new Archbishop that nowhere in God’s world will he 
find more earnest collaborators, more willing hands 
and hearts to assist him than among the people of 
Boston.” Representatives of a dozen other religious 
denominations made the ceremony one of the most 
ecumenical in the nation’s history. Gov. Francis W. 
Sargent and Boston Mayor Kevin H. White represented 
state government and John A. Volpe. secretary of 
transportation, represented President Nixon. 

BANK SEES LITTLE EVIDENCE OF N.E. ECONOMIC RECOVERY 

DESPITE SIGNS of national economic recovery, 
there is little evidence of a general recovery in New 
England, a Boston bank said Wednesday. Recovery is 
unlikely to be smooth or rapid, according to the Octo¬ 
ber issue of New England Letter, a publication of the 
First National Bank of Boston. “Conditions today are 
more difficult than in recent adjustment periods.” the 
letter said. “Interwoven with the economic slowdown 
Itself are two major depressant forces: the sizeable 
regional impact of the decline in federal defense pro¬ 
curement and the deeep-seated problems experienced 
over the past year or so by the leather footwear in¬ 
dustry.

NIXON PEACE PLAN SEEN HINGING ON MILITARY STANDSTILL 

SPECULATION on President Nixon’s broad new 
peace proposal centered Wednesday on a military 
standstill and cease-fire in Indochina, possibly speedier 
withdrawal of U.S. troops from Vietnam and a prisoner 
exchange with the Communists. The President, seeking 
to break the long stalemate at the Paris peace talks, 
gave a 15-minute nationwide television and radio broad¬ 
cast Wednesday night to disclose his proposals that 
will be formally presented to the Communists in Paris 
today. Prior to his address, there was high level specu¬ 
lation that Nixon would almost certainly ask that mili¬ 
tary operations be halted at their present stage. It was 
also believed likely that he would offer to speed pull¬ 
out of Americans from Vietnam with possibly an end 
to U.S. combat roles there by the early part of next 
summer, and would propose some sort of arrangement 
to free American POWs, possibly through an exchange 
of Communist prisoners. Nixon’s address came two 
days after his return from a nine-day European trip — 
which included consultations with his Paris negotiators 
— and less than a month before the Nov. 3 elections 
!n W’hich the GOP hopes to gain ground in both the 
House and Senate.

ANWAR SADAT. St. PICKED TO SUCCEED EGYPrS NASSER 

THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY, meeting in extraor 
dinary session Wednesday night in Cairo, nominated 
Anwar Sadat. 51, to succeed the late Gamal Abdel Nas¬ 
ser as president of Egypt for the next six years. As¬ 
sembly Speaker Labib Shukair announced the nomin¬ 
ation of Sadat, a longtime associate of Nasser and 
acting president since the latter’s death on Sept. 28. 
was unanimous. The nomination must now be approved 
by 8 million eligible voters in a nationwide referendum 
scheduled for Oct. 15. 

COMMUNISTS USE NAUSEA GAS FOR FIRST TIME IN CAMBODIA 

NORTH VIETNAMESE troops used nausea gas 
for the first time in Cambodia and assassinated civil¬ 
ians during a six-hour attack Wednesday on rearguard 
positions of a big Cambodian task force stalled about 
50 miles north of Phnom Penh, field officers reported. 
Cambodian officers said part of the reason for the 
strong attack near the village of Prakham was to 
intimidate civilians to keep them from cooperating with 
government forces. They said the Communist troops 
dragged civilians from their hiding places, killing at 
least six of them and wounding an unknown number. 
In South Vietnam. U.S. Ambassador Ellsw'orth Bunker 
conferred with President Nguyen Van Thiew for an 
hour and U.S. sources said they discussed details of 
President Nixon's proposals for settlement of the Viet¬ 
nam War. Similar talks in advance of Nixon’s peace 
plan broadcast were held in Paris betweeen the U.S. 
negotiators and South Vietnamese Vice President 
Nguyen Cao Ky.

Court Harassment* 

In California the trial of Charles Manson and three 
girl associates has dragged into its 17th week, and the 
end is not yet in sight. 

In New York progress in the trial of Black Pan¬ 
thers indicted for bombing activities gives promise of 
establishing a record for the length of criminal trials^ 
in that city. 

Thirteen months ago, the trial of the Chicago; 
Eight( later reduced to the Chicago Seven) got under¬ 
way. Although the jury several months ago rendered 
its verdict, final disposition of the case will not come 
until some uncertain time in the future. 

In all three cases the American concept of the ad¬ 
ministration of even-handed justice has been severely) 
tried. In each case the conduct of persons concerned 
in one way or another with the outcome of the trial 
has frequently imposed upon the courts of law consid¬ 
erations which have at times drifted far from deter¬ 
minations of guilt or innocence. 

The use of the courts as a sounding board for 
strange, esoteric philosophies or for the aggrandizement 
of individuals seeking to attract the glare of the pub¬ 
lic spotlight on themselves is a violation of that basic 
concept. 

Yeterday, today and tomorrow a sound system of 
jurisprudence — dedicated at all times — to the strict' 
interpretation of the law is an absolute necessity for 
the survival of democracy. 

If the Chicago, California and New York trials 
indicate a trend toward obfuscating justice with absurd 
clowning, strident demonstrations and even obscenities, 
then it is time for decisive action. 

That action is something to which the United 
States Supreme Court should address itself.

POLITICAL HIGHLIGHTS 


Perhaps the advocate is motivated by some diffi¬ 
culties she experienced when her own marriage went 
on the rocks. Possibly she may have been influenced 
by the shameful annual divorce rate. 

Whatever her inspiration may have been, she would 
place the marriage of two persons on a hard-boiled bus¬ 
iness basis. 

Such considerations as love, honor and mutual re¬ 
spect would be only secondary to the implications of 
those insurance policies that their marriage would be 
a success whether it endured or broke up. 


On Sept. 16, the day after the primary, Mr. Sar¬ 
gent was a solid favorite, but Mayor White shaped up 
as a potent underdog. The Governor, however, clearly 
had a substantial lead over the Hub Mayor, probably 
about 15 per cent. 

Since then the gap between Sargent and White 
has gradually narrowed until today they stand just 
about even. 

At this moment it seems that the contest remains 
to be won and lost and that the victor could be either 
Governor Sargent or Mayor White. 


“Everything is insured today,” says this advocate 
of marriage insurance, “from automobiles to Broad¬ 
way shows.” 


But in the period since the primary the momen¬ 
tum has been with White as the public attention and 
acclaim he achieved in winning over three opponents 
in the primary have worked to his advantage. 


In his lucrative swing around the college cam¬ 
puses, before big and small audiences booking him as 
a speaker, Jerry Rubin won applause when he advocated 
the murder of parents standing in the way of the in¬ 
sane philosophies he spouted. 

No part of the country is without those instant 
purveyors of a new world of chaos. 

Fortunately, the roots of civilization reach deep. 


There are defections in the Democratic picture. 
White does not have solid Democratic support. Although 
his three adversaries in the Democratic primary — 
Senate President Maurice A. Donahue, former Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Francis X. Bellotti and former Presi¬ 
dential Aide Kenneth P. O’Donnell — all have endorsed 
White in a show of Democratic unity — some of the 
supporters of the three gubernatorial contenders knock¬ 
ed out in the Democratic primary have marched into 
the Sargent camp for one reason or another. 


New England Fall 

Apparently, New England is unique in the world 
for its gorgeous fall foliage. Other places in the United 
States and in far-off countries, even when they have 
ample forests, do not have the blaze of red, orange and 
gold that glorify New England in autumn. 

The reason seems to be the maple tree. New Eng¬ 
land and the adjoining areas of Canada are blessed 
with an abundance of maples which not only give sugar, 
and wood for furniture, but also lively colors. 

True, the white and black trunks of birch trees 
and the restful hues of evergreens complete the joy¬ 
ful fall concert of colors, but the maple leaves make 
the most substantial contribution. 

Let us then, be thankful to the maple tree, even 
as once more we gather up its abundant foliage from 
our lawns and put it away in the large plastic bags 
which over the past few years have also become part 
of New England’s autumn season.

But the polls show White stronger than he would 
be expected to be in some Republican communities 
where there are sizable numbers of GOP voters 

of liberal leanings. 

It should be remembered that one factor which 
militates heavily in White’s favor and strongly against 
Sargent is that Massachusetts is basically a Democratic 
state and that when all factors are equal in a state-wide 
election contest the Democratic candidate will win. 

This is sometimes overlooked because John A. 
Volpe won three of the four gubernatorial elections 
held in Massachusetts during the 1960s. But he was able 
to do so because he drew the support of many Demo* 
cratic voters of Italian origin. 

Polls disclose that a substantial percentage of the 
Italo-American Democrats, who voted for John Volpe 
in 1960. 1962, 1964 and 1966, will return to the party 
fold and support White this year. (Volpe won in 1960, 
1964 and 1966, was defeated bv Endicott Peabody in 
1962.) 

The surveys indicate that White also is dipping 
deeply into the independent vote and that the political 
ingredients are there if White can put them all logether 
for a political victory. 

A great uncertainty surrounding the White-Sar- 
gent fight at the present time is that a large num¬ 
ber of independent voters are still on the fence and 
have not yet decided whether they will mark their 
ballots for the Governor or the Boston Mayor. 
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Both Governor Sargent and Mayor White will con¬ 
centrate much of their efforts and energies to winning 
the support of those who hold the balance of power. 
The one who is the more successful will be the next 
Governor of Massachusetts. 

So close does the race between the Governor and 
the Mayor shape up at the present time that its out¬ 
come could be settled by the debates between Mr. Sar¬ 
gent and Mr. White. 

These confrontations presumably will be held when 
public interest in the gubernatorial contest is much 
greater than it is today, increasing their impact. 

White did well in his verbal encounters with 
Messrs. Donahue, Bellotti and O’Donnell just before 
the primary. He comes through well on television, 
and the guessing is that he will hold his own with 
Governor Sargent even though it was the latter 
who issued the debate challenge on primary night. 

Governor Sargent and Mayor White both are run¬ 
ning on the records they have made while holding pub¬ 
lic offices, Sargent on his record of 21 months at the 
head of the state government, White on his record as 
Mayor of Boston for 33 months. 

Indications from the polls are that White is being 
both helped and hurt by the four-way Democratic 
primary fight from which he emerged the victor. 

Mr. Sargent is picking up any disappointed sup¬ 
porters of the defeated candidates that he can draw 
onto his bandwagan and is making as much political 


capital as he can of their defection from the Demo¬ 
cratic side. 

Some of them could not influence five votes, if 
that many, but they do have some momentary pub¬ 
licity value. 

One of the issues on which Governor Sargent is 
campaigning is that of cutting the size of the Massa¬ 
chusetts House of Representatives. 

That would have been a clearcut issue if Senate 
President Donahue had been the Democratic nominee 
for Governor since Donahue opposed the proposal for 
reducing the House from 240 to 160 members. 

However, it is not a true Issue between Sargent 
and White since White earlier this year recorded him¬ 
self in favor of placing the question on the ballot so the 
people could vote on it. 

There is a great deal of doubt in the minds of 
many political observers that the reduction in the 
size of the House of Representatives would be the 
big stride toward better government that the 
League of Women Voters claims it would be. 

However, the people have been pretty well con¬ 
vinced that those advocating a slash in the size of the 
House are on the side of the angels, and it is a safe is¬ 
sue on which Governor Sargent or any other candidate 
can campaign without any political risk. 

On the plus side for White is the fact that he got 
his campaign into high gear during the primary and 
that the spotlight of public attention was centered on 
him when the primary returns were tabulated while 
Governor Sargent was marking time and awaiting the 
outcome of the Democratic primary contest to learn 
who his election opponent would be. 

The poll findings show that White has made 
great gains in public support since just before the 
primary. His candidacy still appears to be on the 
rise. 

But the answer for both Governor Sargent and 
Mayor White will be provided by the undecided voters 
who have not yet determined which of the two will be 
their choice. 


Spaulding's Position Same 
As Ted's On Many Issues 

Although Josiah A. Spaulding defeated John J. 
McCarthy in fairly decisive fashion for the Republican 
nomination for the U.S. Senate, Spaulding seems un¬ 
able to get his campaign against Senator Edward M. 
Kennedy off the ground. 

This is due in part to the widely held opinion that 
Ted Kennedy is virtually certain of achieving reelection 
and that Spaulding has no real chance of defeating him. 

(One political columnist suggested facetiously that 
life might be breathed into Spaulding’s candidacy if 
Vice President Spiro Agnew were to read him out of 
the Republican party.) 

Spaulding, who disagrees with Agnew on just 
about everything, probably would welcome it if 
Spiro did give him the back of his hand although 
there is no reason to believe the Veep did New 
York’s Senator Charles Goodell any good with his 
assault upon him. 

Goodell seems headed down the road to political 
disaster along with Spaulding, and an attack upon 
either one of them does not involve much risk. Goodell 
is likely to finish third in his race. Spaulding at least 
will come in second. 

Ted Kennedy showed up to much better advantage 
than Spaulding when the two appeared together on 
the Meet the Press television show’. 

One thing which stood out is that Ted Kennedy al¬ 
ready has taken most of the positions advocated by 
Spaulding and that there really isn’t much difference 
in the political postures of the two opposing candidates. 

That w’as the claim of John McCarthy who battled 
Spaulding in the GOP primary. 

Ted Kennedy and Si Spaulding do disagree on 
such questions as whether abortions should be 
legalized. But their positions are pretty much the 
same on the war in Vietnam, the invasion of Cam¬ 
bodia, the ABM system and the rejection of Judges 


Haynsworth and Carswell for seals on the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

While Mr. Spaulding emphasizes again and again 
that he is a Republican and that he is in agreement 
with President Nixon on many things, one of his prob¬ 
lems seems to be that his political posture is closer to 
that of Senator Kennedy than to Mr. Nixon’s. 

Senator Kennedy declared once again on his Meet 
the Press appearance that he will not be a candidate for 
President in 1972 and that he intends to serve his full 
six-year term in the U.S. Senate. 

Many political columnists and commentators do 
not believe Ted means what he says in that respect. 
This writer does. It is our opinion that Ted, trying 
to serve as a father to the children of his two late 
brothers, will be content to serve in the Senate for 
the next six years. 

Rumors that Ted will not seek reelection as Assist¬ 
ant Majority Leader of the Senate have no foundation 
of fact. 

Muskie Is Rated No. 1 Dem. 
72 Presidential Prospect 

Senator Edmund S. Muskie of Maine, who endorsed 
Boston Mayor Kevin H. White for election as Governor 
the other day, is now’ regarded as the No. 1 contender 
for the Democratic nomination for President in 1972. 

Muskie made a hit in many sections of the ration 
while campaigning as the Democratic candidate for 
Vice President two years ago. 

For geographical reasons a candidate in Main* 
usually would have little chance of achieving the 
Presidential nomination. 

But there is a scarcity of Presidential prospect* 
in the Democratic party. Senator Edward M. Kennedy 
says he will not run for President in '72. 

Many Democratic leaders are not disposed to give 
former Vice President Hubert Humphrey a second 
chance. Muskie leads the list of the remaining possi¬ 
bilities. 

Philbin's Sticker Campaign 
Blow to Fr. Drinan's Hopes 

Congressman Philip J. Philbin’s decision to seek 
reelection on “stickers” deals a serious blow* to the elec¬ 
tion hopes of Father Robert F. Drinan, former dean 
of the Boston College Law School, who defeated Phil- 
bin in the Democratic primary. 

It’s possible that Congressman Philbin, with a 
well organized and well financed “sticker” campaign, 
can win reelection without his name appearing on the 
ballot, but it is an uphill undertaking. 

Philbin decided to make the effort after being shown 
the results of a poll which indicated he could win re- 
election on stickers. 

However, persons w ho intend to cast their votes 
for “sticker” candidates are not always successful 
in carrying out their own intent. 

A Congressman once was elected on “stickers’* 
from a Boston district, but in those days the vot¬ 
ing was all done on paper ballots. 

It’s relatively easy to print a candidate’s name 
or paste a sticker on a paper ballot. It’s a little more 
difficult to do it on a voting machine. 

Whatever happens to Mr. Philbin’s last-ditch 
try to hold his seat in Congress, it is almost cer¬ 
tain to deprive Father Drinan of some Democratic 
votes he would get if Philbin were not making his 
“sticker” run. 

Father Drinan’s supporters are surprisingly philo¬ 
sophical about Congressman Philbin’s move. They say 
that some of the bitterly disappointed Philbin sup¬ 
porters out in the Clinton area might have voted for 
Republican Representative John McGlennon of Con¬ 
cord if Philbin had not made his “sticker” move. 

From w r here w r e sit, however, it would seem that 
most of the people who will now vote or try to vote 
for Philbin would have voted for Father Drinan.

declared Paul S. Vaitses, ex 
ecutive director of the U.S.S. 
Massachusetts Memorial Com¬ 
mittee, Inc. 

Speaking on Monday, Sept. 
28, at the meeting of Lydia 
Partridge Whiting Chapter, 
DAR, Vaitses gave a short 
resume of the activities of the 
famous ship, which is now 
berthed at Fall River. 

Built in Quincy, it was com¬ 
missioned in 1942, and from 
then until 1945 participated in 
35 major naval engagements. 
Carrying a crew of 2300, it 
earned 11 battle stars without 
the loss of a single man. 

Vaitses served on this ship, 
which was ahead of its time in 
modern improvements. Not on¬ 
ly did it have air conditioning, 
computers, and dial 
telephones, it had a device for 
making fresh water from salt 
water, and an electrical 
generator large enough to 
light a city the size of Newton. 
Measuring 689 feet overall, it 
drew 35 feet of water, and 
weighed 45,000 tons w hen load 
ed. Furnished with five-inch 38 
guns as well as 40- and 20-MM 
antiaircraft guns, it w’as a 
formidable weapon. 

Put in mothballs (1947) at 
Norfolk, Virginia, it was 
rescued from scrapping in 
1964 by the committee of 
which Mr. Vaitses is head. 
Contributions from many citi¬ 
zens, including countless 
school children, made it pos¬ 
sible for it to be floated up 
to Fall River, refurbished, and 
made into a permanent me¬ 
morial to all the Common¬ 
wealth’s World War II dead, 
Refurbishing is still incom¬ 
plete, but is going forward 
steadily, as more contribu¬ 
tions come in. 

In addition to being s 
memorial, the Massachusetts 
is a naval museum of great 
interest to tourists of all ages, 
visited by some 200,000 each 
year. Young and old alike are 
fascinated by the enormous 
guns which can be elevated 
and aimed by hand, the barber 
shop, the brig, the laundry, 
and all the other rooms, in 
eluding the dignified Memorial 
Room with the gold lettered 
plaques listing the names of

Silver, social security manager 
for Roslindale, and West 
Roxbury. 

“In this generally healthy 
and youthful group, nearly 2'_> 
million people receive benefits 
because they are disabled or 
are dependent upon disabled 
workers.

Under the 20-year-old trea¬ 
ty, India assumes 
responsibility for the 
defense, foreign affairs, 
transportation and com¬ 
munications in neighboring 
Sikkim.

Ruler of Sikkim is 
Chogyal (king) Paldon 
Thondup Namgval, 47. In 
1963 while he was crown 
prince, he married Hope 
Cooke, a New’ York 
debutante. Now 30, she is 
Gyalmo (queen) Hope and 
the mother of the king’s two 
children, Prince Palden, 6, 
and Princess Hope, 2. 

Many Indians, including 
some officials in the Indian 
Foreign Office in New Delhi, 
interpret Sikkim’s new’ star.d 
as being anti-Indian. But 
Namgyal argues that 
revision of the treaty is re¬ 
quired by changes in 
circumstances since the pac” 
was signed in 1950.

Indian troops stationed in 
Sikkim, a land with a 
population of about 187,000 
people, are particularly con- 
erned with guarding Sikk¬ 
im’s 150-mile border along 
Tibet, which is ruled by 
Communist China. 

India’s military garrison 
in the Himalayan kingdom 
went into action in 1965 
when China attacked Sikkim 
near Nathula Pass, 14,300 
feet above sea level. 

Sikkim maintains no army 
of its own. But the little 
kingdom is organized a 
militia and has a 
equipped police force which 
operates guard posts along 
the Sikkim Tibet border. 

India operates Sikkim’s 
postal and telegraph system 
and constructed and main¬ 
tains Sikkim’s road links 
with India. These are the 
services which Sikkim 
wished to run itself. 

Indian critics of Sikkimese 
interest in treaty revision 
take the view that an in¬ 
dependent Sikkim eventually 
would turn pro-Chinese or be 
overrun by Communist 
Chinese troops.

Establishment of the new 
rates followed acceptance by 
the Board of a new operating 
budget totaling $11.7 million, 
which compares wih a $9.1 
million budget for the fiscal 
1970 year ending Sept. 30. 

Commenting on the Board’s 
action, president Richard P. 
Axten of the hospital, said, 
“Much of the increase in the 
total budget results from the 
planned expansion of the 
hospital’s operations under the 
current building program from 
the former 260 beds to 350 
beds in 1971. However, the 
increases in room charges are 
necessitated primarily by the 
continuing rise in competitive 
pay scales for hospital 
personnel, substantially higher 
costs of medical supplies and 
other goods and services, 
increased borrowing and 
depreciation charges, and 
higher costs for employee 
pensions and social security 
taxes.” 

STRIKES HURT 
Hospital officials noted 
that until recently It had 
been expected that the 
increase could be held to 
under $10 a day. However, 
strikes and other construc¬ 
tion slow-downs in the 
hospital's expansion 
program have delayed the 
opening of new patient 
floors until 1971. 

“Every effort was made by 
the hospital administration, 
working with appropriate 
committees of the trustees and 
medical staff, to hold down 
costs,” Mr. Axten said. “The 
trustees are keenly aware of 
their fiduciary responsibility 
to their fellow townsmen in 
Newton, Wellesley and 
adjacent communities to 
provide the best possible 
health care at reasonable cost. 
While there are undoubtedly 
many of our neighbors who 
do not consider present day 
hospital chages ‘reasonable’, 
we who are grappling con-: 
stantly with steadily rising] 
wage scales and costs of ma¬ 
terial purchases know that 
our rates are indeed reason- 


PAYROLL COSTS $ 8 1 2 
MILLION 

Wages and related payroll 
costs required to keep the 
hospital operating 24 hours a 
day seven days a week 
constitute $8.2 million or 70.1 
percent of the total budget. 
Supplies and other non- 
personnel items of expense, 
including interest charges on 
money borrowed to finance the 
expansion of the hospital’s 
facilities, account for the 
remaining $3.5 million or 29.9 
percent of the budget. 

“Our hospital is a 
voluntary ‘not-for-profit’ 
institution, so increased 


costs cannot come out of 
profits because there aren’t 
any,” Mr. Axten said. 
“Neither can we, as an 
organization which exists 
by, for and through the 
communities it serves and 
which operates without tax 
revenues or other subsidies, 
afford to operate at a los». 

“Like other hospitals we are 
doing everything we can to 
minimize personnel expense 
through bulk purchasing and 
shared computer use, and to 
provide better but less costly 
diagnostic and therapeutic 
treatment with new 
equipment. 

“Nevertheless, we continut 
to incur cost increases beyond 
our control, and when we do 
we have no alternative but to 
reflect these increases in 
higher charges for services 
rendered.”

$127,669 Rebate 
Coming To City 
On MDC Sewage 

As one of the 40 Greater 
Boston communities compris¬ 
ing the Metropolitan District 
Sewer Commission, Newton 
will get a $127,669 rebate on 
sewer charges. 

The return is the result of a 
recent Suffolk Superior Court 
decision w*hich ruled the City 
of Boston into the MDC sew¬ 
age system and therefore lia¬ 
ble to a percentage share in 
MDC sewage costs. 

The ruling said that Boston 
is "connected” to MDC sys¬ 
tem and therefore no longer 
entitled to the 52 percent ex¬ 
emption which it has received 
for 10 years. 

The case was initiated by 
Attorney General Robert H. 
Quinn, the decision made by 
Judge August C. Taveira. In 
the nine day testimony, Bos¬ 
ton officials contended the ex 
isting connections are insuffi¬ 
cient and sewage disposal fa¬ 
cilities owned by the city are 
still required to be operated. 


Lipof’s statement con¬ 
cluded, "It is my firm con¬ 
viction that the crux of the 
problem Is a lack of com¬ 
munication between the 
schools and the community 
and a lack of a mandatory 
drug education program 
within thc school system. 
Naturally, I don’t attempt to 
minimize the important role 
of the city administration, 
the Police Dept., and

Card Wright 
Says Curia Is 
Clearing House 

American Cardinal John 
J. Wright think3 people 
have got the wrong idea 
about the Curia, the Roman 
Catholic church’s central 
government, where he 
works. 

“They think of the Curia 
as a great sociological 
beast,” the former Bishop 
of Pittsburgh said “They re¬ 
gard it as an undesirable 
accretion to the gospel and 
to the primitive church.” 

But Wright, 60, looking 
back on his first year as the 
first American to head a 
Curia department, said the 
organization is a necessity 
to the church. 

“There are those who have 
decided, for reasons I have 
never been able to grasp en¬ 
tirely, that the church 
should be decentralized,” 
Wright said. “They say 
everything is in the hands 
of the Curia. 

“Well, the Pope is the 
head of the church. He can’t 
do all the work himself, so 
he has these bureaus and 
commissions and congrega¬ 
tions which we call the 
Curia.” 

Wright’s department is 
the Congregation for the 
Clergy, which looks after 
parish priests around the 
world. 

In any case, Wright said, 
local churches are taking 
over many of the tasks cnee 
done by the Curia in line 
with the Vatican Ecumeni¬ 
cal Council’s call for indi¬ 
vidual bishops to share in 
policy making. And the 
Curia, once solidly dominat¬ 
ed by Italians, is becoming 
more international. 

“I used to think the result 
of all this would be that 
there would be less mail,” 
Wright said. “I’ve been 
gravely disilusioned,” he 
added, eyeing a stack of let¬ 
ters on his desk. 

“The bishop of the brand 
new diocese in Frica who 
would probably have writ¬ 
ten in once a year to ask 
what the Pope thinks about 
such and such, now writes 
to ask us to find out what 
all the other bishops are 
doing about whatever is the 
subject in hand. 

“The result is an enor¬ 
mous amount of paperwork. 
“The Curia has become a 
kind of clearing house.” 

The cardinal said he would 
prefer pastoral duties to the 
office work that occupies 
much of his time here. But 
it was a very small com¬ 
plaint. 

“The truth is, I just love 
living in Rome,” he said. 

“I don’t merely mean the 
Rome of the Popes. I like 
the Rome of Virgil and Ho¬ 
race, the legendary Rome 
and all its surrounding little 
hill towns.” 

Wright’s office is direct- 
ly across from the Pope’s 
windows, overlooking St. 
Peter’s Square. 

Pointing to the vast basi¬ 
lica across the square, he 
said: “But this is the Rome 
I love best of all . . . the 
place where Christianity 
came alive.” 

At his comfortably fur¬ 
nished apartment a short 
walk away, Wright relaxes 
with his hobbies — a collec¬ 
tion of books and manu¬ 
scripts about St. Joan of 
Arc which is reputed to be 
the most complete in the 
world and a collection of 
records which leans heavily 
to what he calls “Mediter- 
ranian” composers: Verdi, 
Donizetti, Puccini, plus Mo¬ 
zart and Richard Strauss.

Purchasing Agent 
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Basic Legislative Needs 
Are Vital Says Rep. Mann 


Representative Theodore D. 
Mann today reminded voters 
of his district (Wards 5 678» 
that their continuing concern 
Is required for what he termed 
“the basic legislature needs in 
the State”. 

Stressing his record in deal¬ 
ing with major problems, in¬ 
cluding mental health, educa¬ 
tion, youth and metropolitan 
planning, Mann declared: 

“We must continue directing 
our efforts to basic programs 
that will effectively serve the 
economy, health and welfare of 
our community.” 

Speaking of his efforts in 
behalf of mental health pro¬ 
grams and noting that he had 
filed legislative bills dealing 
with the subject, Rep. Mann 
noted: 

“In recent years we have 
moved forward in the develop¬ 
ment of Regional Mental 
Health Centers and plans call 
for additional facilities and 
personnel. Much, however, 
remains to be done to further 
develop these essential pro¬ 
grams. Hopefully, the State 
and Federal governments will 
engage in cooperative efforts 
to provide funds with which to 
implement legislation now 
enacted.” 

“Modern community-oriented 
programs of mental health 
centers for adults is a matter 
of primary concern. The cost 
in human resources as well as 
financial, justifies greater 
governmental concern and in¬ 
volvement.” 

“The establishment of adult 
treatment centers so that 
adults may receive help on an 
out • patient basis close to 
where they live and work is a 
part of the answer to present 
day needs.” 

“The alternative to such pro 
grams,” Mann said, “if we fail 
to meet the need to provide the 
proper facilities and personnel 
ultimately places a crushing 
burden on the families in 
volved, and in the aggregate 
costs the community far more 
In terms of human values as 
well as in dollars”, he said. 

Mann said he welcomed the 
opportunity his fourth cam¬ 
paign for the House offers him 
to meet voters of his district 
and to discuss with them the 
critical issues of the day. He 
hopes to meet with many more 
as he meets with various 


groups and house parties in 
the next several weeks. 


Chains Play 
Many Roles 

Chains play an Important 
role In summer outdoor liv¬ 
ing by helping insure 
privacy, security and conv¬ 
enience. 

For example, you can 
shield open patios or decks 
from wind by building a 
simple privacy barrier of 
lengths of fiber glass panels, 
fastened to wooden or metal 
posts by short lengths of 
chains. Panels may also be 
of painted exterior plywood 
or heavy-duty canvas. 

And for more convenient 
outdoor cookery, you can 
build chain-hung tables or 
shelves from walls or fence 
rails adjoining your 
barbecue area. 

Other easy and economi¬ 
cal ways to use chains to 
advantage include: 

—Keep young children 
safer on docks, and raised 
porches or terraces by 
stretching three lengths o$ 
chains about a foot apart 
between posts at least four 
feet high. 

Make an ever-readv dog 
run for the family pooch by 
extending a wire between 
trees or buildings and 
fastening a chain to the wire 
to permit freedom of move¬ 
ment. 

—Protect lawns and 
| flower beds with barriers 
made by extending a single 
piece of chain between metal 
1 posts about three feet high. 

—Protect lawn furniture 
from theft by securing It 
with chains to nearby trees 
or buildings. This same 
precaution can be taken with 
bicycles, scooters, 
lawnmowers and other 
gardening equipment stored 
in garages where doors or 
locks may be vulnerable. 

— Define limits of your 
yard’s outdoor parking 
areas with single-strand 
chain fence to guide visitor’s 
cars and protect lawns from 
damage.

Japan is Split 
Over Trade With 
CommunistChina 

Communist China Is spen¬ 
ding big money in Japan 
these days, and making big 
headaches for pro-American 
Prime Minister Eisaku Sato. 

Japanese businessmen are 
making more money than 
ever in their trade with the 
Chinese mainland. Red 
Chinese Premier Chou En- 
Lai is boldly using the trade 
as a lever to stir up trouble 
between Japan and the rival 
Nationalist Chinese govern¬ 
ment on Formosa. 

Japan’s trade with Com¬ 
munist China reached a 
record level of $625.3 million 
in 1969. Japanese firms sold 
far more than they bought 
from the Chinese mainland, 
and the balance was $146.3 
million in Japan’s favor. 

This year Peking is spen¬ 
ding money even faster to 
buy Japanese goods. There 
are estimates from some 
businessmen the trade 
volume will hit $800 million 
in 1970. 

A combine of chemical 
companies signed a contract 
in mid-August to deliver 
$19.45 million worth of 
chemical fertilizer to China. 

At about the same time, 
Komatsu, a maker of earth 
moving machines, won an 
order for $8.89 million worth 
of road building equipment, 
including 200 1 8 -1 o n 

bulldozers. 

Chou has created turmoil 
In Japanese business circles 
by threatening to close the 
Chinese mainland to any 
Japanese firm deeply in¬ 
volved in investment or sales 
of technical know how to 
Nationalist China. 

As a result, big Japanese 
companies have been forced 
to choose between the two 
Chinas. Nippon Steel, the 
world’s second largest steel 
maker after U.S Steel, 
already has been banned 
from Communist China.

Taiwan Chinese Retaliate 

The Taiwan Chinese, head¬ 
ed by President Chiaing Kai- 
Shek, retaliated by closing 
their country to about 20 
Japanese firms doing big 
business on the mainland. 

Increasingly, the result is 
a division of labor, in which 
some Japanese companies 
supply the mainland and 
others Taiwan. 

Some of Japan’s con¬ 
glomerates have split over 
the issue. Most of the 
Mitsubishi family of in¬ 
dustries sides with the Na¬ 
tionalist Chinese. But 
Mitsubishi Chemical, with an 
eye on Red China’s huge 
potential fertilizer market, 
opted for continued good 
relations with Peking. 

The chemical firms 
especially are fearful of 
giving up trade with Com¬ 
munist China. Red China 
already is buying half their j 
fertilizer output. They 
calculate that if Peking con¬ 
tinues to modernize its 
agriculture, there will be an 
enormous market on the 
mainland for years to come.

HANOI REJECTS NIXON’S FIVE-POINT INDOCHINA PEACE PLAN 

NORTH VIETNAM, in a foreign ministry state¬ 
ment broadcast by Hanoi Radio, categorically rejected 
President Nixon’s five-point Indochina peace plan Wed¬ 
nesday. The official Hanoi statement said Nixon’s call 
for a cease-fire and the convening of an international 
conference "are merely a deceptive maneuver” cloaking 
an American plan to prolong "its occupation" of South 
Vietnam. The lengthy statement, broadcast in English 
and recorded by government monitors in Washington, 
said that the North Vietnamese government agreed 
■with the rejection statements issued by the Viet Cong 
regime. ‘The Vietnamese people and the government 
of the Provisional Revolutionary Government of the 
Republic of South Vietnam sternly condemn and cate¬ 
gorically reject the deceptive ‘peace proposal’ made by 
the Nixon administration," the foreign ministry state¬ 
ment said. 

BOOBY TRAP BOMB KILLS 10, WOUNDS 5 IN SAIGON 

A COMMUNIST booby trap made out of a US. 
artillery shell killed 10 persons—nine of them American 
6oldiers — and wounded five, headquarters reported 
Wednesday in Saigon. The dead included an Army 
chaplain, a company commander and a South Vietna¬ 
mese soldier. Field reports said the booby trap ex¬ 
ploded in front of a command post as men of the U.S. 
Army’s 198th Light Infantry Brigade were setting up 
defensive positions Tuesday night in Quang Ngai Pro¬ 
vince 288 miles northeast of Saigon. Names were with¬ 
held pending notification of relatives in the United 
6tates.

UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY OPENS SPECIAL SESSION 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY opened a special ses¬ 
sion in New York marking the 25th anniversary of the 
United Nations Wednesday with a budding hope that 
Middle East peace talks can be resumed. A massive 
security force on land and water protected dignitaries. 
A U.N. spokesman announced that Dr. Gunnar V. Jar¬ 
ring, special U.N. mediator on the Middle East, was 
flying from his post in Moscow, where he serves as 
Sweden's ambassador, to New York to aid world lead¬ 
ers in the search for peace. Egyptian Ambassador 
Mohammen H. El Zayyat called on General Assembly 
President Edvard Hambro and asked that a full debate 
on the Middle East be held as soon as possible in the 
world parliament. The assembly previously had agreed 
to priority for such a debate. U.N. sources said unof¬ 
ficially that the Mideast airing was expected to start 
in New York Oct. 26. In Washington, the State Depart¬ 
ment announced that Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers would arrive today and immediately hold a 
meeting with Egyptian Foneign Minister Mahmoud 
Riad. Diplomatic sources acknowledged that a new 
round of quiet diplomacy was beginning to solve the 
Middle East, crisis. 

ANGELA DAVIS HELD IN $250,000 BAIL ON FUGITIVE CHARGE 

BLACK REVOLUTIONARY Angela Davis, ousted 
University of California philosophy instructor, was 
hold Wednesday in New York in $250,000 bail on a 
federal fugitive charge in connection with the court¬ 
room kidnap-murder of a California judge last August. 
The 26-year-old admitted Communist and Black Pan¬ 
ther supporter was arraigned in the federal courthouse 
under maximum security while 75 sympathizers outside 
chanted “Free our sister” and ‘‘Power to the people.” 
A few gained entry to the courtroom and shouted "You 
will be free.” The arraignment came 18 hours after 
Miss Davis and a black companion, David R. Poindex¬ 
ter Jr.. 36, of Chicago, were arrested by FBI agents in 
their $30-a-day Manhattan motel room. They were un¬ 
armed and offered no resistance. Poindexter was ar¬ 
raigned on charges of harboring a fugitive and was 
ordered held in $100,000 by U.S. Commissioner Earle 
N. Bishop. 

TRIBUNAL PONDERS TOUGHEST RACIAL QUESTION IN 16 YEARS 

THE SUPREME COURT ended three days of emo¬ 
tional arguments Wednesday and took under advise¬ 
ment the toughest civil rights questions it has faced in 
16 years. Not since the historic 1954 decision that 
struck down separate school systems for black and 
whites have the justices been asked to decide racial 
Issues with such potentially sweeping impact. Attor¬ 
neys for southern boards.

FARNHAM TO APPROVE 15% AUTO INSURANCE RATES CUT 

STATE INSURANCE Commissioner C. Eugene 
Farnham said Wednesday he will not wait for a court 
ruling but will shortly approve a 15 per cent slash in 
auto insurance rates that is expected to save Massachu¬ 
setts motorists $77 million next years in premiums. A 
motorists’ group warned that as many as half of the 
state's 2.5 million drivers, however, could be left with¬ 
out any insurance at all if the cutback takes effect. 
Famam’s statement came shortly after Gov. Francis 
W r . Sargent, in a rare appearance before the commis¬ 
sion. urged the regulatory panel to approve the cheap¬ 
er 1971 premiums without waiting for the State Su¬ 
preme Court to decide whether the reduction is con¬ 
stitutional. The insurance industry asked the high 
court Tuesday to throw' out the cutback, approved earl¬ 
ier this year by the Legislature, on grounds it violates 
the Commonwealth Constitution's guarantee of a "fair” 
profit to insurance companies. Sargent charged at the 
hearing the industry has launched a campaign to "ere 
ate confusion, even panic" among policy holders in an 
attempt to get the legislature to “delay or repeal” the 
reduction. The cut, for one year only, is to take effect 
Jan. 1.

Formal Evening Clothes 
Go to Peruvian Victims 


After returning from a fact¬ 
finding trip to Peru, Wigmore 
A. Pierson of Newtonville 
travelled to Washington to 
make a report, at the State 
Department, to other members 
of the Peru Earthquake 
Voluntary Assistance Group. 

Pierson made several 
recommendations to the 
representatives of thirty 
voluntary agencies which 
were at the meeting. 

Among his recommendations 
were the following: “In the 
aftermath of future disasters, 
only money should be sent by 
the public to the appropriate 
agencies which can be used 
either to purchase ONLY 
those items immediately 
quired and-or put directly into 
the affected nation’s 
economy.” 

“A standing committee of 
on going voluntary agencies 
should exist which could 
conxene within one week of 
a disaster to discuss 
resources, logistics, publicity 
needed, and material or sup¬ 
plies needed in order to 


avert the kind of 
which followed the Peru 
earthquake.** 

Pierson reported that during 
his travels throughout the 
devastated area he found that 
old clothes which had been 
forwarded to Peru had caused 
a great many problems. 

Shipping costs often exce¬ 
eded the value of the 
clothing shipped, hundreds 
of women in the United 
States colony spent 
countless hours sorting 
clothes and discarding at 
least 25 percent because they 
were threadworn with age, 
unusable by the Peruvians 
due to cultural and 
geographical differences (i.e. 
formal evening clothes, one 
shoe of a pair, wrong 
climate clothes, etc.) and 
much time was lost in this 
manner which could have 
been better utilized by 
everyone working to help 
Peru. 

While the Peru Earthquake 
Voluntary Assistance Group 
was meeting at the State

into gaming fields without beating back an abundance 
of shocked disapproval from the churches and from the 
steadfast, old-line moralists. 

At this stage the responsible officials are not quite 
sure: (a) whether the financial returns will match the 
totals some optimists have forecast; and (b) whether 
their ventures will cause more headaches than they 
are worth. 

Opponents of the New Hampshire state lottery not 
only presented arguments from a moral standpoint. 
They predicted the legalizing of gambling would be 
vulnerable to eventual racketeer manipulation and 
would not bring in the financial yield many enthusi¬ 
asts predicted. 

In six years the N.H. lottery has not been “taken 
over” by nefarious outsiders. However, its dollar return 
has not reached the volume predicted when it was legal¬ 
ized in 1964. 

New York State costs for public education is 
a whopping $4 Billion a year. Its monthly lottery has 
been producing $25 to $29 Million-a-year. That’s a .ot of 
money but falls considerably short of all that is need¬ 
ed. A special “super lottery” with a $1 Million top prize' 
resulted in a net of $7.5 million for education this year. 
While that disappointed some backers, they hoped re¬ 
sultant publicity would stimulate over-all future in¬ 
terest. 

New York City frankly seeks to take over the

Yet, it 
may succeed in building a racket-proof system. 

Whatever the future of law-blessed gambling may 
be, however, the record to date offers evidence that it 
will not in the foreseeable future make taxes obsolete.

A Congressman who 
does not pav attention to the public sentiment in his 
district is not likely to last long on Capitol Hill. 

The Vietnam question will be number 5 on the 
ballot. It will be divided into three sections. The 
voter will pick the section which most clearly re¬ 
flects his or her views. 

Section No. 1 asks if the war in Vietnam should 
be settled by a military victory. 

Section No. 2 asks if the United States should with¬ 
draw its troops “in accordance with a planned schedule.” 

Section No. 3 asks if our forces in Vietnam should 
be withdrawn “immediately.” 

What this three-way question does is set the stage 
for a vote in Massachusetts on President Nixon’s poli¬ 
cies in Vietnam. 

It is unlikely that there will be any substantial 
public support for Section No. 1. Most people no,v 
realize that a military victory in the accepted sense 
cannot be achieved in Vietnam. The war there will 
either he ended at the negotiating table, continue 
indefinitely or gradually fade away. 

A Yes-vote on Section No. 2, in effect, would sup¬ 
port President Nixon’s policy of a planned and phased 
withdrawal. 

A Yes-vote on Section No. 3 would favor an imme¬ 
diate troop withdrawal from Vietnam. That is what 
advocated by the doves and by many liberals. It 


was urged in one of the planks in the platform adopted 
at the Democratic State Convention. 

Voters should decide before election day how they 
wish to record themselves on this three-part question 
A slow-down w’ould be caused at the polling places if 
the voters wait until they see the question on their 
ballots or voting machines before making up their 
minds. 

Another issue to which the voters should begin 
to give some thought will be contained in Question 
No. 3 on the ballot which asks if the voting age in 
Massachusetts should be lowered from 21 to 19. 

This question will become meaningless if the U.S. 

Supreme Court upholds the validity of the action by 
Congress in reducing the voting age to 18. It will have 
significance if the highest court rules that Congress 
acted illegally. 

The issue is a simple one. Do you think a 19 or 
20-year-old boy or girl should be given the v ight to 
vote?

thetic atmosphere of the 
school. 

“Indeed, one of the major 
purposes is to help students 
prepare for the greater free¬ 
doms that modern society now 
offers them.” 

He also said the program 
“will improve the morale of 
the students and faculty,” and 
that it will lead to greater 
use of the school’s facilities 
such as laboratories, library, 
etc., and greater use of com¬ 
munity resources and ma¬ 
terials. 

In relating the background 
to the proposal, Mechem said 
that “the history of the last 
ten years in American society 
is terribly complex, with de¬ 
velopments relating to educa¬ 
tion and adolescence even 
more complicated. 

“I will not try to review 
all of that here, but new at¬ 
titudes towards the rights, 
privileges, and responsibili¬ 
ties of teenagers, as spelled 
out in legal decisions invol¬ 
ving clothes, freedom of 
speech, political activity, etc. 
must be considered as a 
backdrop against which this 
recommendation is pre¬ 
sented.” 

He also noted that “the 
high school today offers a 


range of programs unimagin¬ 
ed ten years ago. Many of 
these are not textbook orien-' 
ted, involving projects, work: 
done away from school, visits! 
to local and area libraries, 
etc. Traditional study halls j 
are not helpful in performing 
this kind of work.” 

Other reasons cited by Me i 
chem for the proposal w r ere: 

“Students are not coming 
to the high school prepared 
to effectively use their study, 
hall time. There are a variety j 
of reasons for this which 1 
will not go into here.” 

“Pressures (both good 
and had) upon today’s 
youth lead to a resistance 
to arbitrary restrictions of 
any kind.” 

“The traditional restric¬ 
tions of the school contrast 
more sharply every day to 
life outside our school.”

POLICE in Haverhill said they hope to finish ques¬ 
tioning the rest of 30 youths today in connection with * 
reported bomb plot, Chief William Ross said Wednes¬ 
day.

LONG HAIRED GROUP SOUGHT IN CALIF. MASS SLAYING 

POLICE in Santa Cruz, Calif., disclosed Wednesday 
they were searching for two or three long haired young 
people, one a woman, as suspects in the mass killings 
of Dr. Victor M. Ohta and four other persons. Santa 
Cruz County Sheriff Douglas James said the suspects, 
whom he described as “long-haired people in the early 
20s.’' were seeen north of Santa Cruz Tuesday near a 
station wagon taken from Ohta’s hilltop mansion. 
James also disclosed that the 47-year-old doctor was 
shot three times — not twice as believed earlier — 
with a 38 caliber pistol. It also was learned the slayers 
killed the family cat with a shot in the back of the 
head. The station wagon was believed used to escape 
from the blazing home Monday night after Ohta. his 
wife Virginia. 41. their two young sons and a secretary 
were bound, blind folded and shot to death, and left 
In the swimming pool as their house was set afire. 
James said the suspects were seen at a campsite in 
the Bonny Doon area. 15 miles from the scene of the 
killings, and near the green and brown Oldsmobile 
station wagon taken from the Ohta mansion. The sta¬ 
tion wagon was later driven into a railroad tunnel, set 
afire and abandoned. It remained hidden until a freight 
train came through the tunnel and smashed into it. 
James said officers found three separate sets of "bare¬ 
foot footprints” about 50 yards down a hillside from 
the tunnel near a river. Sheriff officers said location 
of the railroad would not have been known to anvone 
unfamiliar to the area. "You would have to know 
where that track was to take the car there,” said a 
sheriff’s assistant. 

6 SOLDIERS SAY THEY DRAFTED PHONY STORY OF HEROISM 

THE HOUSE Armed Services Committee disclosed 
charges bv six enlisted soldiers that they were ordered 
to draft a fictitious account of heroism by an Army 
general so he could receive two of the nation’s highest 
decorations for valor. “Our task was only to formulate 
the basic paperwork from thin air.” the six wrote the 
committee chairman. Rep. L. Mendel Rivers. D-S.C.. in 
a letter “We were required to prepare a descriptive 
narrative of his supposed acts of valor, a citation for 
these imaginary acts, and to have this fraudulent docu¬ 
ment in such form as to be acceptable and approvable 

The Defense Department had no immediate com¬ 
ment. The soldiers said they were ordered to prepare 
documents to substantiate the award of the Silver Star 
and the Distinguished Flying Cross to Brig. Gen. E. P. 
Forrester for heroism in Cambodia. At the time. For¬ 
rester was assistant commander of the 1st Calvary 
Division with headquarters north of Saigon.

The 
government has been poised for five days to fly the 
kidnappers to Cuba. The Fidel Castro regime has agreed 
to provide sanctuary to the terrorists provided the FLQ 
releases Cross unharmed. The telephone caller said the 
FLQ would communicate again with the police, presum¬ 
ably to acept or reject the government’s offer to trade 
Cross for the abductors’ freedom.

How To Cast A Sticker 
Vote On Voting Machine 

A number of Newton residents have called or 
written in to ask how’ they can cast a sticker vote 
for Congress on the voting machines which will be 
used in the Nov. 3 election. Here is the answer: 

On the voting machine the candidates for Con¬ 
gress are listed in the ninth position across the ma¬ 
chine in a straight line from the left. 

Directly above the word Congressman, but not 
immediately above it, is a slide which the voter 
pushes up. (There is a question between the word 
Congressman and the slide.) 

A voter pushes up the slide above the word Con¬ 
gressman, and behind the slide is a roll of paper. 

The voter may either paste a sticker onto the roll 
of paper or write the name and address of the candi¬ 
date onto the roll. If the voter is writing his choice 
onto the roll of paper, he must include the address 
of the candidate. The name is not enough. 

When the voter leaves the machine, he throws a 
lever which opens the curtain and also turns thc 
rolls of paper behind 40 such slides on the voting 
machine.

Tuition Rebate 

Roger Paynter is a firefighter in New York. Like 
many another father he wanted to see his childien 
know a more prosperous life than his own. Accordingly, 
when his son. Raymond, finished his high school days 
and indicated a desire to go to college, the elder Pay li¬ 
ter was ready with the tuition needed for the boys 
education at New Tork University. 

Recently, Firefighter Paynter sued N.Y.U. for 
$277.40. The sum represented a refund he claimed he 
was owed because N.Y.U. closed its doors for 10 days 
last May in the face of demands by student demon-, 
strators. 

Paynter acted as his own lawyer before a Small 
Claims Court. He convinced Judge Patrick J. Picariello 
he was entitled to the refund. 

The judge explained his decision in a seven-page 
document. N.Y.U., of course, has appealed. Its presi¬ 
dent, James Hester, expressed shock at the decision. 
He said his university would be threatened with bank¬ 
ruptcy if it had to refund tuition payments €\ ery time 
classes were canceled. 

“It is undisputed and the court supposes common* 
knowledge” the judge wrote, “that the action of the 
defendant (N.Y.U.) in first suspending and then can¬ 
celing the balance of the semester was precipitated by 
riots, disorders and acts of vandalism occurring on its 
campus.” 

“The situation,” the judge said, “on many cam¬ 
puses of the country’ was one of violence and chaos, 
principally because there were no guidelines between 
permissibly constituted student protest and unlawful 
action.” 

He agreed with young Paynter’s father that his 
son had a right to something for which he had con¬ 
tracted; something for which he had paid in advance. 

One school after another closed down last spring 
in the face of threats of violence and riots they couldn’t 
or didn’t control. Many were prone to point out the 
trouble-makers were only a minority. Somehow or 
other few got around to expressing their sympathy for 
the supposed majority which had been enrolled like 
Firefighter Pay’nter’s son — just to get an education. 

Whether Mr. Paynter eventually gets his $277.40 
rebate will be decided by higher courts. 

Meanwhile a copy of Judge Picariello’s seven-page 
decision should be placed on the desk of every college 
administrator in the country.

Josiah Spaulding Declares 
He Is A Republican Orphan 


Those old enough to remember the Home Front 
in World War II may recall with some nostalgia and 
maybe a bit of pride how communities vied with each 
other in reclaiming metals and rubber for the war 
effort. 

Tin cans didn’t go to the dump. A foot was properly 
applied to each can, and it was flattened so that it 
could be easily packed for disposal at a collection point. 
Rubber tires weren’t hidden away in the garage or 
blatantly left around to spoil the landscape. They were 
processed into something called ersatz rubber. 

Cities and towns got into the act, too. Long for¬ 
gotten street car rails were dug out from under several 
layers of macadam and there was hardly a whisper of 
outraged protest from Old Bostonians>when the late 
Mayor Maurice J. Tobin reclaimed a metal fence bor¬ 
dering Boston Common. 

Whatever the reclaimed tin cans, old tires and 
steel rails did to help win the war isn’t spelled out in 
latter-day records. However, those “drives” did much 
for Home Front morale and that hard-to-define asset 
called community spirit. 

Now, from various parts of the country comes 
word that money can be found in the reclamation of 
bottles, cans, newspapers, scrap metals and the like. 
The process is called “recycling.” 

The World War II drive was successful because 
someone in Washington sold the idea to the country. 

If, indeed re-cycling can be made a national project 
with or without a monetary return, maybe we’ve got 
a good start toward solving two major problems — the 
elimination of a major source of ecology troubles and 
the constant search for bigger dump disposal areas. 

Strictly localized programs in the hands of highly- 
motivated individuals or committees may prove that 
re-cycling can be made to work. 

If reclamation holds as many answers, as some 
people seem to believe, its use should be in the hands 
of experts and operated on a state or national scale.

This is as strange and unusual a gubernatorial 
fight as Massachusetts has had in a long time. 

McCarthy Is Soon to Retire; 
Humphrey to Take His Seat 

Persons who worked hard for Senator Eugene J. 
McCarthy in the 1968 Presidential Primary now are 
finding it difficult to realize that he will move off the 
public scene through choice at the end of this year. 

There were rumors for a time that McCarthy, who 
had said he would not stand for reelection as a Demo¬ 
cratic Senator from Minnesota, might change his mind 
or run in New York or some other state. But none of 
them materialized, and McCarthy will retire to private 
life at the close of 1970.

Sheriff Buckley Advocates 
End of County Government

The office of the sheriff 
is an anachronism and should 
be abolished along with the 
whole county government sys¬ 
tem,”, Sheriff John J. Buck- 
ley stated before a meeting 
of the Newton Coalition for 
New Politics. 

Sheriff Buckley said the 
four basic functions of the 
county sheriff’s office could 
be better administered by 
the state at a savings to the 
taxpayer. First, he said, the 
county prison system is a 
poor duplication of those on 
a state level. 

Secondly, the county em¬ 
ployees would benefit by serv¬ 
ing under the state civil 
service system. 

Thirdly, the Sheriff pointed 
out that the appointment of 
court officers could be man¬ 
aged more efficiently and 
with greater professionalism 
if it was taken over by the 
state. Finally, the office of 
deputy sheriffs would be more 
efficient if it was not ad¬ 
ministered by the county. 

Commenting to the Coali¬ 
tion (which later that even¬ 
ing endorsed Sheriff Buckley) 
on the invisibilty of the coun¬ 
ty system, the Sherift said 
‘The Middlesex County court¬ 
house stands as a ‘tombstone’ 
to county government. The 
controversy surrounding the 
construction of the court¬ 
house has made the people of 
Newton aware of the dupli¬ 
cations and inefficiencies of 
the county system”. 

Sheriff Buckley was ap¬ 
pointed to the position of 
chief law enforcement officer 
for Massachusetts’ largest 
county by Governor Francis 
W. Sargent last April. 

Since that time Sheriff 
Buckley has instituted a num¬ 
ber of reforms in the Sheriff’s 
department despite the fact 
that he advocates the phas¬ 
ing out of his office. 

But I intend to actively 
lead the fight to abolish 
county government while in 
office. What we have today 
is not a government because 
the government has been 
taken over by a gang — ‘the 
court house gang.’ County 
government has been invis¬ 
ible, opening it to corruption, 
mismanagement and dupli¬ 
cation which results in a 
waste of money and lives,” 
Sheriff Buckley said. 

Sheriff Buckley, who out¬ 
lined a workable proposal to 
close the Charles Street jail, 
said the duplication of efforts 
can most clearly be seen in 
the existing county correct¬ 
ions system. 

‘The county’s correctional 
system should be under the 
state’s control. You don’t 
treat a man with a broken leg 
the same way you treat a 
man with pneumonia. Why do 
we do this with prisoners? 
Presently, under the county 
correctional system, a motor 
vehicle violator and a drug 
addict are handled the same 
way,” the Sheriff said. 

He continued, “If the state 
took over the correctional sys¬ 
tem, you could have smaller 
institutions specializing in dif¬ 
ferent areas of penal rehabili¬ 
tation throughout the state. 
The House of Correction at 
Billerica could be utilized as 
diagnostic and classifica¬ 
tion center for the rest of the 
state. You would have more 
small state prisons rather 
than large ones like Walpole 
and Norfolk. You could work 
with these smaller numbers 
more effectively and economi¬ 
cally.” 

County employees 


do not have job security, they 
owe their jobs to political 
sponsors and that is a difficult 
way to start a career in any 
field,” the Sheriff said. 

The recommendations for 
the appointment of court of¬ 
ficers for a life - time tenure 
is also the prerogative of the 
sheriff. Sheriff Buckley stated 
he felt these appointments 
should also be handled by the 
state. 

“Wo can never professional¬ 
ize our court system until we 
take it out of the hands of 
the politicians. The disgrace¬ 
ful delays of up to 48 months 
in civil cases is due to poor 
political administrators,” 
Buckley said. 

The Sheriff said he is re¬ 
sponsible for appointing and 
decommissioning the deputy 
sheriffs in the county, who 
operate a private business of 
delivering writs throughout 
tho county. Their positions 
would also be more efficient 
and less costly to the tax¬ 
payers under state control, 
the Sheriff stated. 

“There was one deputy 
sheriff, who was operating 
out of a county building, get¬ 
ting his rent for a dollar a 
year. He netted over $40,000. 
This was not fair to the tax¬ 
payers of the county,” ha 
said. 

“In short, the entire struc¬ 
ture of the county govern¬ 
ment system including the 
sheriff’s office is outmoded 
and a maze of overlapping m- 
efficiences,” the Sheriff said. 

Tho Sheriff stated the new 
Middlesex county court house 
is a perfect example of this 
waste and inefficiency. Using 
tho court houses and jails of 
Boston and Cambridge to 
clarify his point, the Sheriff 
said they are within one mile 
of each other, yet each coun¬ 
ty wants its own building. 

"Yesterday, I proposed a 
plan with the Boston Finance 
Commission that would do 
away with the antiquated 
Charles Street jail by having 
both counties use the new 
court house. This is only one 
example of how to use exist¬ 
ing institutions under new 
controls to improve the over¬ 
all system.” 

He concluded, “The cost of 
one eight by four foot cell, 
which is the size of an aver¬ 
age bathroom, is going to be 
$40,000. You can build a very 
nice house for that kind of 
money. Yet, all the taxpayers 
are getting is one jail cell 
without a bed. The court 
house is a very expensive 
tombstone — a tombstone to 
county government and lam 
going to lead the fight to 
abolish the county system.”

A road through the almost 
untracked vast ness of 
Brazil’s Amazon Basin has 
been little more than a 
dream until this year. 

Leaders of the military- 
backed government of Presi¬ 
dent Emilio Garrastazu 
Medici say the time for ac¬ 
tion has come. Not only do 
they believe the 3.000-mile- 
long Amazon Basin can be 
conquered, but they also 
maintain that much of the 
job can be done in as little 
time as a year and a half. 

Key to the program is 
building the 1.200-mile rush- 
order “Transamazon 
Highway." This stretch of 
highway, connecting the 
small towns of Porto Franco 
and Humaita. will hook up 
with another series of jungle 
roads now in existence. 

When this link is com¬ 
pleted, a truck driver with 
enough nerve and enough 
luck will be able to drive 
3.000 miles from the Peru¬ 
vian border to Brazil’s 
Atlantic coast cities.

Catholic Parish Councils 
Plan Social Issues Study 


A new force taking shape in 
the Catholic Church in the City 
of Newton, and throughout the 
Archdiocese of Boston, is the 
formation of Parish Councils. 

Each Is a hotly of 
dedicated laymen elected by 
the parish as a whole to 
share in the decision making 
and implementation of the 
work of their Parish. 

Ordinarily each Parish 
Council contains a Christian 
Service Commission chairman 
whose committee is charged 
with the responsibility of 
bringing aid to individuals in 
need, and to work for social 
justice, especially for those 
who are weak and poor. 

While these Commissions 


are fairly new, the majority 
being only a few months old, 
already they are facing the 
fact that most human pro¬ 
blems and needs have a 
scope and a range of causes 
which exceed the hounds of 
their individual parishes. 

In response to this growing 
awareness, a unique endeavor 
is taking place in the City of 
Newton: beginning with 
meeting of Christian Service 
Commission chairmen from 
three parishes last April, a 
monthly conference has cvolv 
ed which now includes among 
its participants the Christian 
Service Commission chairmen 
and other representatives 
from all eight Catholic 
parishes within the City of 
Newton. 


Calling their informal 
gathering “The Joint Chris¬ 
tian Service Commission 
Conference of Newton,” they 
meet to exchange in¬ 
formation on parish pro¬ 
grams and human needs, to 
encourage each other in the 
difficult pursuit of social 
justice, and to find ways to 
cooperate on problems and 
issues which go beyond their 
individual parish resources. 

Their first cooperative 

undertaking is being planned 
for November 14 at Sacred 
Heart Parish, and will consist 
of a “Day of study and plan¬ 
ning” in order to “redefine 
the just society.” Topics on 
agenda are: welfare, taxation, 
housing and racism.

WHITE WOULD LEGALIZE BETTING; SARGENT AGREES TO DEBATE 

MAYOR KEVIN WHITE said Wednesday he will 
. legalize off-track betting if elected governor and will 
use the revenue to alleviate property tax burdens. His 
, Republican opponent, incumbent Governor Francis W. 
Sargent said he had changed his mind and would de¬ 
bate issues of the campaign with White at any time. 
Sargent said the reason he changed his mind about 
debating his Democrat opponent was because White 
had accused him of cowardice. Mayor White told a 
news conference his plan to legalize off track betting 
would raise $100 million in new state revenue. “All 
taxes will be paid voluntarily by people who choose 
to bet,” he said. The plan involves a State Betting 
Corporation which will regulate the placing of bets in 
offices around the state. The state will keep 15 per 
cent of the money bet on horse races and 17 per cent 
of the bets on harness and dog racing. “Property 
taxes in Massachusetts rose by an average of 16 per 
cent in 1970 and the tax level in most cities and 
towns is reaching the crisis stage,” White said. “This 
proposal will not solve all tax problems, but it will 
- provide significant relief quickly at no cost to the 
average homeowner who does not bet.” White con¬ 
tended his proposal would put all the revenue from 
off-track betting into municipal treasuries. “Each city 
. and town will decide for itself by referendum if it 
will participate in this plan — and state aid would be 
given only to those communities that vote to partici¬ 
pate,” he said. White estimated that $750 million is 
Illegally wagered in Massachusetts each year, giving 
organized crime a profit of $230 million. “Many police 
officials place the figure a lot higher,” he said. “No 
taxes are levied on this illegal gambling and the police 
have been unable to eliminate it.” 

JUDGE ADLOW ASSAILS REPORT CRITICIZING COURTS 

BOSTON Municipal Court Chief Justice Elijah Ad- 
> low' charged Wednesday a report critical of the city’s 
criminal courts was prepared by “intense partisans in 
. the class struggle” who defend “rioters and demon¬ 
strators” at the taxpayers’ expense. The report, sub- 
• mittted last week to the Governor's Committee on Law 
Enforcement and the Administration of Justice, said 
“certain lower criminal courts in Greater Boston seri¬ 
ously abuse principles of fairness and due process 
“by discriminating against the poor in favor of the 
rich.” The report was sponsored by the Lawyers Com¬ 
mittee for Civil Rights Under Law\ but Adlow said 
-the Massachusetts Law Reform Institute and the Bos¬ 
ton Legal Assistance project were acknowledged to 
have participated in its preparation. “These projects 
were reportedly set up to help indigent defendants,” 
Adlow said. “The only time I have ever seen its mem- 
bers in court is on occasions when rioters and demon¬ 
strators have been brought to justice.”

NIXON STUMPS FLORIDA’S GULF COAST FOR GOP CANDIDATES 

PRESIDENT NIXON, his pant legs drenched with 
water from a barrel overturned on him by a surging 
crowd, stumped Florida’s Gulf Coast area Wednesday 
^before moving on to Texas in his bid to seat a friendly 
'US. Senate. The President was greeted in Tallahassee, 
Florida’s capital city, by a erow’d of about 2,000 includ¬ 
ing Harrold G. Carswell, the former federal appeals 
judge who was rejected by the Senate after Nixon ap¬ 
pointed him to the U. S. Supreme Court. Carswell in¬ 
troduced Nixon as a man who will “stand up to bom¬ 
bers, radicals . . . and the wild-eyed liberals on the 
Supreme Court.” Carswell also heaped praise on Rep. 
William C. Cramer, the man who defeated him in a 
bid for the Republican senatorial nomination. Cramer’s 
candidacy w r as the main reason for Nixon’s visit to 
FJprida, although Republican Gov. Claude Kirk, who 
fs* seeking reelection, was also at the President’s side 
throughout the visit. 

GOP STRATEGIST DISCOUNTS RUMOR AGNEW TO BE DROPPED 

MURRAY CHOTINER, President Nixon’s longtime 
political strategist, Wednesday called speculation that 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew* might bo dropped 
from the 1972 presidential ticket “wishful thinking on 
the part of his enemies.” He said “I have never heard 
anyone inside the White House even suggest such a 
thing,” said Clotiner, a White House adviser who has 
been instrumental in helping plan Nixon strategy ever 
since his first race for the House. Chotiner discounted 
claims that Agnew’s attacks on GOP Sen. Charles E. 
Goodell of New York as a “radical liberal” who had 
deserted his party and produced dissension within the 
party and unhappinness with Agnew'.

TRANSPORTATION Secretary John A. Volpe an¬ 
nounced Wednesday an $11,675,000 grant to improve 
commuter service on the Penn Central’s New Haven 
line. The grants bring to $40 million the amount al¬ 
located to bring about “a massive upgrading of the 
New Haven service.” one of the largest commuter 
lines in the nation. The grant was made in equal parts 
to the Connecticut Transportation Authority. The $40 
million will provide 50 per cent of the funds the New 
H^ven plans to spend on the purchase of 144 new 
C*rs, modernization of 100 old cars, and station im¬ 
provements.

DIG-FOUR ENVOYS MEET TO DISCUSS MIDDLE EAST CRISIS 

• THE U.N. AMBASSADORS of the United States, 
Soviet Union, Britain and France met Wednesday in 
New York for the 46th time to disuss the crisis in the 
Middle East where the Arab-Israeli cease-fire is sched- 
fcled to expire in a little more than a week. There was 
no report of any progress but the Big Four envoys set 
their next session for Nov. 9 — four days after *ie 
scheduled end of the U.S.-initiated 90-day truce. Ob¬ 
servers said it indicated belief that the cease-fire will 
continue. The Big Four ambassadors met at the Soviet 
mission in New York only hours before the U.N. Gen¬ 
eral Assembly debate on the Middle East resumed. 

652 BOMBERS TO PRESS SATURATION RAIDS ON SUPPLY TRAIL 

B52 STRATOFORTRESSES will press on with sat¬ 
uration raids against the Ho Chi Minh supply trail in 
Laos throughout the forthcoming dry season. U.S. mili¬ 
tary sources said Wednesday. The bombers flew above 
i storm which stopped U.S. air operations in Vietnam. 
For the past three weeks, the eight-engine B52s have 
concentrated on the Communist supply line in Laos, 
propping upwards of 20,000 tons of bombs in a move 
♦d. destroy what reconnaisance reports described as the 
largest flow of weapons and ammunition in months. 
U.S. commanders want to stop as much of the flow as 
possible before it leaves the trail Complex and moves 
Into South Vietnam and Lao.<£ Military sources in Sai¬ 
gon said that in the past only 18 per cent of the sup¬ 
plies have been halted inside Laos despite bombing. 


A representative of the PTA 
at the Lincoln - Eliot School 
charged on Monday night that 
the city of Newton is violating 
health codes in not providing 
more adequate facilities and 
improving conditions at that 
school. 

Mrs. Barbara Mooney, 
president of the PTA, told 
the Newton School Commit¬ 
tee that parents of child¬ 
ren at the Lincoln - Eliot 
School have been talking to 
the Committee about needs 
at that building for two-and- 
a-half years, and in that time 
problems of overcrowding 
and over-utilization of space 
have grown more acute. 

By 1972 each grade will re¬ 
quire three classrooms and 
there is no place to put the 
additional class revisions, a 
building report, presented by 
Mrs. Mooney stated. The PTA 
requested a recommitment of 
the necessity of an addition to 
Lincoln-Eliot. 

The newest problem, the re¬ 
port pointed out, is the need 
for a covered walkway through 
a presently open courtyard. 
Two fifth and sixth grades are 
housed on the basement level 
and separated by the gym. 
Due to the team teaching in 
these grades it is necessary to 
change classes through the 
courtyard. One third grade is 
also housed on the ground 
floor and has to go through 
the open courtyard to use the 
gym. “It is imperative that an 
enclosed shelter be built in the 
courtyard to protect the 
health of these five classes be¬ 
fore the further onset of win¬ 
ter,” the report declared. 


John Gilleland, assistant 
superintendent for business 
services, reported that some 
funds for the project may 
now be available as the re¬ 
sult of the cancellation of a 
proposed project at the 
Ward School. 

Gilleland was asked by the 

School Committee to see if 
this need and some others 
which might fall in the area 
of school maintenance be look¬ 
ed into as soon as possible. 

The PTA’s building report 
also pointed to the inadequate 
toilet facilities in the school.

More im¬ 
portantly, American runaway fugitives will have to be 
careful they give no offence to the Algerian govern¬ 
ment.

Voters Should 
Questions On 


Understand 
The Ballot 


At least six questions will appear on the election 
ballots in all cities and towns throughout the Common¬ 
wealth. (There will be additional questions in some 
communities.) 

Four involve proposed amendments to the Massa¬ 
chusetts Constitution. The fifth question seeks an ex¬ 
pression of public opinion as to how the war should be 
ended in Vietnam. Question No. 6 contains four sections 
on the issuance of liquor licenses. 

These are important questions. Every voter 
should understand w hat they mean and decide how 
he will record himself on them before going to the 
polls. It will be a mistake for anyone to wait until 
he gets in his polling booth before attempting to di¬ 
gest the significance of these questions. 

Question No. 1 involves real property classifica¬ 
tion. A Yes-vote would allow the Legislature to classify 
real estate according to the use made of it, such as 
residence, business and industry and would permit local 
assessors to tax it at different rates in accordance with 
its use. A No-vote w’ould maintain the present systeiji 
of taxing all real estate at the same rate. 

Question No. 2 involves the abolition of one-year 
residence in Massachusetts as a requirement for voting 
in a state election. A Yes-vote would allow a person bo

vote in a state election after living for six months in 
a Bay State city or town. A no-vote would maintain 
present one-vear residence requirement. 

Question No. 3 asks whether the minimum age for 
voting in a state election in Massachusetts should be 
lowered from 21 to 19. 

Question No. 4 asks whether 240 single member 
House districts should be established in Massachusetts. 
If approved, this would break up all districts which have 
two or three State Representatives. It also provides 
that after the next state census in 1975 the senatorial 
and representatives districts must be approximately 
equal in the matter of population instead of registered 
voters as at present. 

Question No. 5 which asks your preference on the 
future course of action in Vietnam has three sections. 
You make the choice which conforms with your views. 
But you can only MAKE ONE. The alternatives are: 

A. Win a military victory. 

B. Withdraw our forces in accordance with a 
planned schedule. 

C. Withdraw’ all our armed forces immediately. 

The vote on that three-pronged question will have 
no official effect. But it should and undoubtedly will 
make an impact on U.S. Senators and Congressmen 
from Massachusetts.

The Commonwealth's new 
Commissioner of Public 
Welfare spoke frankly about 
the status of Medicaid and 
listed four immediate goals to 
bring greater cohesion and 
organization within his depart¬ 
ment to the health care finan¬ 
cing program, during remarks 
delivered recently before the 
725-member Charles River 
District Medical Society 
meeting in Newton. 

"“Few people understand 
the volume and complex 
scope of Medicaid in 
Massachusetts. It is a $237 
million program, averaging 
out to a cost of roughly 
$84.12 per recipient. It also is 
a very complete coverage 
program,” said Steven 
Minter of Needham, ap¬ 
pointed Massachusetts Com¬ 
missioner of Public Welfare 
on August 11, 1970. 

In the hope of shaping 


required the Department of 
Welfare to processs an 
average of 234,000 medical cai a 
bills monthly for recipients, 
and 15 million vendor 
payments annually. Half, ha 
indicated, involve care furnish* 
ed to persons 21 years of aga 
and under. 

He also indicated Medicaid 
provides a window through 
which politicians and ap¬ 
pointed officials can see the 
complexity of medical care,

Alluding to a report of a 
federal task force on Medicare 
and Medicaid, he reminded 
that health care increasingly 
becomes a matter of public 
policy, with a need for better 
management that overcomes 
duplication and fragmentation,

sporadically, free choice of 
health care provider by in¬ 
dividuals covered under 
Medicaid, financing that has 
helped attract physician and 
dental service to low’ income 
areas, and enrollment 
procedures that have un¬ 
covered many families who 
hitherto attempted to exist 
with inadequate resources. 


snarl that has hampered the 
program; and activities to 
bring about more effective 
development and evaluation of 
the Medicaid program. 

Mr. Minter explained that 
Medicaid had been enacted in 
the hope it would represent 
a health care solution for 
poor and low income 
families. In practice, it serv¬ 
ed to create a demand for 
care that outstripped the 
supply, causing com¬ 
plications such as rising 
costs, administrative com¬ 
plexity, late payment, and 
extensive paperwork. 

He characterized the 
Massachusetts Medicaid 
program as “a very complete 
package,” with coverage 
ranging from inpatient 
hospital services through skill¬ 
ed nursing home care, dental 
care and a wide range of 
physician and other health 
services. In terms of 
expenditures, the 
Massachusetts program ranks 
third, after New York and 
California. 

In terms of volume, it has

SUMMARY 

The proposed amendment to the 
Constitution amends the existing con¬ 
stitutional provisions which direct 
the division of the Commonwealth 
into 240 representative districts and 
40 senatorial districts. It provides 
for a census of the inhabitants of 
each city and town in the Common¬ 
wealth in the year 1971 and in every 
tenth year thereafter. The census in 
1971 is to be the basis for Determin¬ 
ing the representative and senatorial 
districts for the ten-year period be¬ 
ginning January 1, 1975. Each sub¬ 
sequent census shall be the basis for 
determining the districts ‘or each 
ten-year period beginning the fourth 
January following tach census, so 
that the census in 1981 will deter¬ 
mine the districts as of January, 
1985, etc. 

The amendment provides that the 
house of representatives shall con¬ 
stat of two hundred and forty mem¬ 
bers and the senate of forty mem¬ 
bers. In its first regular session fol¬ 
lowing each census, the Legislature 
shall divide the Commonwealth into 
two hundred and forty representative 
districts of contiguous territory and 
forty senatorial districts also of con¬ 
tiguous territory. Each representa¬ 
tive district shall contain, as nea’ly 
as may be. an equal number of in¬ 
habitants according to the census. 
Each senatorial district shall also 
contain as nearly as may be 
equal number of inhabitants accord¬ 
ing to the census. A representative 
district shall not unite two or more 
counties, towns, or cities, or parts 
thereof, or a city and a town or 
parts thtreof in one district unless 
the same is unavoidable. Further, no 
town of less than six thousand in¬ 
habitants shall be divided in form¬ 
ing representative districts. It is also 
provided that the County of Dukes 
County and Nantucket County shall 
each be a representative district, not¬ 
withstanding the foregoing. The sen¬ 
atorial districts, each of which fhall 
elect one Senator, shall be formed 
without uniting two counties or parts 
of two or more counties, unless the 
same is unavoidable. 

Each representative shall be an 
Inhabitant of the district for which 
he is chosen at least one year im¬ 
mediately preceding his election, 
and each ssnstor shall be an inha¬ 
bitant of the district for which he is 
chosen at the time of his election 
and shall have been an inhabitant of 
the Commonwealth for at least five 
years immediately preceding his 
election. Any representative or sena¬ 
tor who ceasee to be an inhabitant 
of tha Commonwealth shall cease 
to represent his district. 

The amendmant also providas that 
tha Legislatura (1) may by law limit 
the time within which judicial pro- 
caedings may be Instituted calling 
in question any such division and 
(2) shall prascribe by law tha manntr 
of calling and conducting alactions 
for tha choica of raprasentativas and 
of aseartaining thair alection. 

Finally, the amendment annuls the 
existing constitutions! orovisions 
with raspact to apportionment of 
representative and senatorial dis¬ 
tricts, although those provisions will 
remain In affect until January 1. 1975.

Encouraging and guiding a 
good deal of the voluntary 
work in this vital field is the 
National Air Conservation 
Commission, organized in 1966 
by the National Tuberculosis 
and Respiratory Disease 
Association. Most of the 1,700 
state and local associations af¬ 
filiated with the letter group 
are conducting or supporting 
air pollution control programs. 

For the citizen who wants to 
enlist in the fight for cleaner 
air the Norfolk-Newton 
Tuberculosis and Respiratory 
Disease Association is a good 
place to make inquiries. 

The Association says there 
are six ways each person can 
help clean the air: 

1. Have periodic ad 
justments, as required, of air 
pollution devices on your car; 

2. Have your home heating 
unit checked annually; 

3. Report air pollution 
nuisances observed as soon as 
you discover them: 

4. Keep your car engine tun¬ 
ed up properly at all times; 

5. Discourage open air burn¬ 
ing of leaves and other debris; 
discourage use of back yard 
incinerators and poorly 
designed domestic and com¬ 
mercial incinerators. 

6. Support air pollution con¬ 
trol programs in your com¬ 
munity.
